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PREFACE. 


THIS  Directory  for  Public  Worship  has  been  prepared  and  issued 
in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Synod  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  of  England.  The  Synod  of  the  year 
1911  appointed  a  Committee  to  revise  the  Directory  which  the  Synod 
of  1898  had  authorised  and  recommended  for  use  in  the  Services  of 
the  Church.  The  Committee  has  prosecuted  its  labours  without 
intermission,  under  the  convenership,  first  of  the  Rev.  J.  G.  Goold, 
M.A.  ;  then  of  the  Rev.  J.  R.  Gillies,  D.D.  ;  and  then  of  the  Rev. 
Professor  C.  Anderson  Scott,  T).D.  The  first  Secretary  of  the  Com 
mittee  was  the  Rev.  Henry  Crombie  ;  the  Rev.  W.  S.  Herbert  Wylie, 
M.A.,  was  subsequently  associated  with  him  as  Joint  Secretary, 
and  on  Mr.  Crombie's  resignation  Mr.  Wylie  became  Secretary,  and 
the  Rev.  F.  W.  Anderson,  M.A.,  was  appointed  co-Secretary  in  1920. 

The  Committee  presented  a  Draft  of  the  Revised  Directory  to 
the  Synod  of  1920.  The  Synod  resolved  to  submit  the  Draft  to 
Presbyteries  for  consideration  and  suggestion,  and  instructed  the 
Committee  to  consider  the  replies  from  Presbyteries,  and  to  issue 
the  book  for  use  in  Public  Worship. 

The  Forms  of  Service  in  this  book  are  not  intended  to  interfere 
with  the  freedom  of  our  worship,  or  to  be  in  any  sense  obligatory. 
The  only  exceptions  are  those  portions  of  the  Orders  of  Service  for 
Ordination  and  Induction  which  the  Synod  has  enjoined  to  be  used 
as  they  stand  ;  and  certain  words  in  the  Marriage  Service,  which 
are  prescribed  by  Act  of  Parliament,  and  are  therefore  essential 
to  the  validity  of  the  marriage.  It  is  most  desirable,  however,  that, 
as  far  as  possible,  the  procedure  should  also  be  uniform  throughout  the 
Church  in  the  Administration  of  the  Sacraments,  the  Admission  of 
Young  Communicants,  and  the  Dedication  of  Churches. 

It  is  hoped,  therefore,  that  the  forms  of  these  Services,  as  set  forth 
in  this  book,  especially  in  their  essential  parts,  will  commend  them 
selves  for  general  use  in  the  Church. 

The  Committee  has  been  guided  in  its  work  mainly  by  the  Scrip 
tures,  but  also  by  the  usage  and  Manuals  of  Worship  of  the  Reformed 
Churches.  It  has  examined  many  of  the  treasuries  of  ancient  and 
modern  devotion,  and  acknowledges  its  indebtedness  to  many 
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authors  and  contributors,  from  whose  work  the  Directory  has  been 
enriched.  Mention  may  be  made  of  several  prayers  composed  by 
the  late  Principal  Dykes,  and  also  of  the  series  of  prayers  of 
intercession  used  regularly  by  the  late  Eev.  John  Watson,  D.D. 
It  has  endeavoured  to  set  forth  the  Order  of  Worship,  and  to 
give  voice  to  the  present  needs,  the  urgent  desires,  and  the 
vital  hopes  of  the  people  of  Christ  in  the  language  of  orderly 
devotion,  so  that  the  Public  Services  of  Religion  may  be  conducted 
with  reverence  and  spiritual  fervour,  to  the  glory  of  God  and  the 
edification  of  the  worshippers. 

As  the  closing  words  of  the  preface  to  the  original  Directory  for 
the  Public  Worship  of  God,  issued  by  the  Westminster  Divines,  fitly 
express  the  aim  which  has  been  kept  in  view,  and  the  spirit  in 
which  the  work  has  been  carried  on,  they  are  here  reproduced  :— 

"  Our  care  hath  been  to  hold  forth  such  things  as  are  of  divine 
institution  in  every  ordinance  ;  and  other  things  we  have  endeavoured 
to  set  forth  according  to  the  rules  of  Christian  prudence,  agreeable  to 
the  general  rules  of  the  Word  of  God  ;  our  meaning  therein  being  only 
that  the  general  heads,  the  sense  and  scope  of  the  prayers,  and  other 
parts  of  public  worship,  being  known  to  all,  there  may  be  a  consent  of 
all  the  Churches  in  those  things  that  contain  the  substance  of  the 
service  and  worship  of  God  ;  and  the  Ministers  may  be  hereby  directed, 
in  their  administrations,  to  keep  like  soundness  in  doctrine  and 
prayer,  and  may,  if  need  be,  have  some  help  and  furniture,  and  yet, 
so  as  they  become  not  hereby  slothful  and  negligent  in  stirring  up  the 
gifts  of  Christ  in  them  ;  but  that  each  one,  by  meditation,  by  taking 
heed  to  himself  and  the  flock  of  God  committed  to  him,  and  by  wise 
observing  the  ways  of  Divine  Providence,  may  be  careful  to  furnish 
his  heart  and  tongue  with  further  or  other  materials  of  prayer  and 
exhortation,  as  shall  be  needful  upon  all  occasions."

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CHAPTER    I. 

FORMS    OF    SERVICE    FOR    PUBLIC   WORSHIP. 


ORDER    OF    SERVICE    FOR    THE    LORD'S    DAY. 

rT hat  the  Public  Worship  of  God  may  be  dull/  observed  to  His  glory  and  the 
profit  of  His  Church,  it  is  requisite  that  the  people  prepare  their  hearts 
beforehand,  and  be  careful  to  assemble  at  the  time  appointed. 

Households  ought  to  be  so  ordered  on  the  Lord's  D<nj  that  children  and 
servants  be  not  unnecessarily  detained  from  Public  Worship. 

It  is  becoming  and  profitable  that  the  ivorshippers,  entering  the  Church 
in  a  grave  and  seemly  manner,  should,  before  the  Service  begins,  lift  up 
their  hearts  to  Hod  in  silent  prayer. 

During  the  Service  the  people  ought  not  to  read  anything  except  what  the 
Minister  is  then  reading  or  citing,  and  should  abstain  from  whispering  and 
every  kind  of  unseemly  behaviour,  or  whatever  would  hinder  themselves  or 
others  in  the  worship  of  God. 

Public  Worship  having  begun,  the  whole  Congregation  are  devoutly  to 
attend  upon  it,  taking  their  appointed  part  therein.  In  the  Service  of  Praise 
due  attention  is  to  be  given  to  the  manner  of  rendering  the  music,  but  the  chief 
care  of  the  worshippers  ought  to  be  to  sing  with  tlte  spirit  and  icith  the 
understanding,  making  melody  in  their  hearts  to  the  Lord.  Hymns  of 
general  worship  and  approach  to  God  are  most  suitable  for  the  first  act  of 
Praise. 

[  It  is  very  desirable  that  a  course  of  consecutive  Lessons  from  Holy  Scripture 
should  be  followed  in  Public  Worship  so  that  the  people  may  become  familiar 
with  all  parts  of  the  Bible.  The  value  of  the  Heading  may  be  enriched  by 
prefixing  an  introduction  or  adding  an  explanation. 

The  sequence  suggested  for  the  Second  Prayer  in  the  Order  of  Worship  set 
forth  on  page  2  may  be  varied  at  the  discretion  of  the  Minister. 

That  the  Service  may  not  be  unduly  prolonged,  it  is  necessary  that  each 
part  thereof  should  be  concise  and  brief.

In  the  Name  of  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Spirit,  we  meet 
together,  a  Church  of  the  living  God. 

Let  us  pray. 

O  Thou,  Who  didst  love  Thy  Church  and  give  Thyself  for  it,  be  pleased 
by  Thy  Word  to  cleanse  us,  by  Thy  Spirit  to  inspire  us,  and  by  Thy  great  love 
to  unite  us  to  one  another  and  to  God,  in  that  bond  which  neither  death  nor 
life  shall  break.

With  Thy  whole  Church  throughout  the  world  we  glorify  Thy 
wisdom,  Thy  righteousness,  and  Thy  truth.  Accept,  we  beseech  Thee,  our 
sacrifice  of  praise  and  thanksgiving,  the  offering  and  surrender  of  ourselves  unto 
Thee  ;  and  may  we  know  that  our  sacrifice  is  accepted  as  the  Spirit  kindles  in 
all  our  hearts  a  new  flame  of  love,  and  of  devotion  to  Thyself. 

Most  merciful  Father,  we  acknowledge  and  confess  that  we  are  not  worthy 
thus  to  present  ourselves  before  Thee.  We  have  not  loved  Thee  with  all  our 
heart.  We  have  loved  many  things  better  than  we  have  loved  Thee.  We  have 
loved  ourselves  best  of  all.  We  have  been  unstable  in  purpose,  impatient  of 
discipline,  unfaithful  in  service.  We  have  not  glorified  Thy  Name  ;  neither 
have  we  loved  our  neighbour  as  ourselves.  We  have  too  often  been  indifferent 
to  his  Interests,  blind  to  his  needs,  deal  to  his  call.  We  have  not  glorified  our 
Master  by  loving  those  for  whom  He  died. 


Grant  unto  us,  we  beseech  Thee,  true  repentance,  that,  turning  steadfastly 
from  selfishness  and  every  form  of  sin  unto  love  and  righteousness,  we  may, 
through  Christ,  obtain  Thy  pardon  and  the  remission  of  all  our  sins. 

If  we  confess  our  sins,  Thou  art  faithful  and  just  to  forgive  us  our  sins. 
In  all  humility  because  of  our  un  worthiness,  and  yet  in  all  confidence  because 
of  the  mediation  of  Christ  our  Saviour,  we  take  to  ourselves  the  forgiveness 
offered  to  us  again  in  Him,  and  rejoice  together  in  Thy  salvation. 

O  God,  by  Whose  will  we  are  in  the  world,  by  Whose  calling  we  are  not 
of  the  world,  grant  grace,  we  beseech  Thee,  to  us  and  to  all  Thy  people,  to  live 
not  unto  ourselves,  but  unto  Thee.  May  we  love  what  Thou  lovest,  and  hate 
what  Thou  hatest.  Make  us  quick  to  recognise  temptation,  and  strong  to 
overcome  it,  patient  to  bear  the  sorrow  and  discipline  of  life,  and  eager  to  seize 
the  opportunities  of  service.  By  humility,  by  unselfishness,  by  sympathy  with 
our  fellow-men,  may  we,  with  courage  and  patience,  follow  unto  the  end  the 
Master  Whom  we  love,  to  the  glory  of  His  Name. 

O  Thou,  Whose  long-suffering  is  our  salvation,  we  thank  Thee  for  that 
unwearied  grace  which  meets  us  here  again  this  morning  in  the  person  of 
Jesus  Christ,  with  pardon,  power  and  peace.  We  bless  Thy  Name,  Who  didst 
so  love  the  world  that  Thou  gavest  Thine  Only-begotten  Son.  For  His 
Incarnation,  His  Life  among  men,  His  Death  for  us  and  our  Salvation,  for  His 
Resurrection,  and  for  His  abiding  presence  with  the  Church,  we  praise  Thee, 
O  God.  That  He  hath  reconciled  us  unto  Thee,  that  He  hath  made  known 
unto  us  the  Father,  bestowed  upon  us  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  brought  life  and 
Immortality  to  light,  we  thank  Thee,  O  our  God. 

And  while  we  bless  Thee  for  these,  the  greatest  of  all  gifts,  we  remember 
Thy  goodness  in  the  things  of  this  life,  thanking  Thee  for  our  daily  bread,  our 
daily  health  and  strength,  our  daily  portion  of  hope  and  happiness.  We  praise 
Thee  also  for  our  homes,  and  those  who  dwell  with  us  there,  for  all  holy 
memories  of  the  past,  and  for  the  good  example  of  those  who  are  gone,  for 
the  glorious  hope  of  the  future,  when  we  shall  serve  Thee  with  unclouded 
vision  and  undivided  love.  Accept  these  our  thanksgivings,  and  seal  us  by 
Thy  Spirit  to  be  Thine  own  possession.  And  Thine,  O  God,  shall  be  the  glory, 
and  ours  the  eternal  redemption,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen.

We  beseech  Thee  for  this  congregation  of  Thy  people,  the 
minister  and  ofllce  bearers,  and  for  all  who  are  called  to  Christian 
service,  and  that  Thou  wouldst  bless  us  in  our  homes  and  families, 
our  schools  and  classes,  our  guilds  and  societies  ;  and  that  the  beauty 
of  the  Lord  our  God  may  be  upon  us,  and  the  work  of  our  hand* 
established. 

O  God,  all  loving,  Who  wiliest  not  that  any  man  should  perish, 
Who  hast  given  Thy  Son  unto  the  death  of  the  Cross  for  the  salvation 
of  the  world,  further, we  beseech  Thee,  with  Thine  effectual  blessing, 
the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  in  the  regions  beyond,  and  shield  from 
danger  the  missionaries  of  the  Cross,  with  their  companies  of 
Christian  converts,  that  the  day  may  come  more  quickly  when 
all  men  shall  know  Thee,  and  Thy  Son  shall  see  of  the  travail  of 
His  soul  and  be  satisfied. 

For  God's  Almighty  God,  without  Whose  blessing  no  work  can  prosper, 

Labourers.  let  Tny  favour  rest  upon  au  ministers  of  Thy  Word  in  our  own  land, 
upon  all  evangelists,  visitors  of  the  poor,  teachers  of  the  young, 
and  every  person  who  is  seeking  to  reclaim  the  fallen,  to  restore  the 
lost,  and  to  set  the  captives  free  ;  strengthening  their  hearts  that 
they  may  not  grow  weary  in  well-doing,  and  granting  unto  them  at 
last  the  Joy  of  harvest.

for  men  busy  with  the  affairs  of  life,  and  women  burdened  with 
household  cares,  that  the  peace  of  God  may  fill  their  hearts  and 
minds  ;  and  for  dear  friends  who  are  far  away,  that  Thou  wouldst 
have  them  safe  in  Thy  keeping,  and  spare  us  to  meet  again  in  Thy 
peace  and  joy. 

Most  merciful  Father,  Who  hast  set  us  in  communities,  and 
bound  us  together  by  common  duties  and  sympathies,  we  lift  our 
hearts  to  Thee,  and  pray  with  one  accord  that  Thou  wouldst  send 
Thy  blessing  upon  our  [city  and]  nation,  prospering  every  honest  man, 
sweeping  away  every  temptation  to  evil,  delivering  the  weak  of  our 
people  from  intemperance  and  vice  of  every  kind,  feeding  men's 
hands  with  labour  and  their  mouths  with  bread,  and  spreading 
through  every  home  Thy  love  and  knowledge,  that  we  may  praise 
Thee  evermore,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

We  pray  for  all  who  incur  risk  in  serving  the  Commonwealth, 
especially  for  physicians,  surgeons,  and  nurses,  for  those  who 
for  our  greater  comfort  follow  dangerous  employments,  for 
those  who  watch  over  our  safety  by  night  and  by  day,  that  they 
may  be  sustained  in  all  hardship  ;  and  for  our  soldiers  and  sailors 
and  airmen,  that  Thou  wouldst  deliver  them  in  the  hour  of  danger, 
and  in  the  hour  of  death  receive  them  into  Thy  mercy. 

Most  gracious  Saviour,  Who  art  the  good  physician  of  soul  and 
body,  unto  Whom  no  sick  person  was  brought  in  vain  in  the  days 
of  Thine  earthly  ministry,  we  pray  that  Thou  wouldst  aid  physicians, 
surgeons,  and  nurses  in  their  work  of  mercy,  and  grant  grace  of  faith 
and  patience  unto  all  suffering  people,  that  men  may  praise  Thee 
Who  forgivest  all  our  iniquities  and  healest  all  our  diseases. 

O  God,  Who  art  the  only  source  of  light  and  wisdom,  be  pleased 
to  shed  forth  Thy  spirit  upon  all  universities,  colleges,  schools,  and 
places  of  learning,  with  their  professors,  teachers,  and  students, 
and  so  to  prosper  their  studies  that  they  may  finally  come  unto  the 
perfect  knowledge  of  Thee,  Whom  to  know  is  life  everlasting.

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f  In  some  congregations  the  foregoing  order  of  service  will  be  used  in  the 
morning,  in  others  in  the  evening  ;  in  some  it  may  guide  the  worship  at 
both  sen-ices.  But  it  is  open  to  the  Minister  and  Session  to  make  one  of 
the  services  differ  from  the  other  in  order  and  in  character  ;  and  such 
difference  is  to  be  desired  ivhen  the  circumstances  of  the  congregation  permit. 

If  The  Sermon  may  be  placed  much  earlier  in  the  service,  and  the  teaching 
which  it  conveys  may  then  find  expression  in  the  prayers  and  praise  that  follow. 
whether  in  thanksgiving  for  special  mercies,  in  confession,  or  in  intercession. 
The  Sermon  may  thus  be  used  to  guide  the  people  in  their  worship. 

If  More  use  may  be  made  of  the  opportunity  offered  by  the  reading  of  Scripture, 
to  expound  or  apply  one  of  the  passages  ;  and  this  is  specially  to  be 
commended  if  a  scries  of  lessons  be  selected  from  one  Book  of  Scripture. 
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^  More  variety  may  be  introduced  into  the  acts  of  praise  by  the  use  of  a  Sanctus 
or  a  verse  of  a  suitable  Hymn  at  the  beginning,  a  Solo  and  Anthems  in  the 
course  of  the  Service,  care  being  taken  to  secure  for  the  Congregation  a  due 
share  in  the  singing. 

If  When  the  Sermon  deals  with  a  topic  of  a  particular  kind,  such  as  a  central 
doctrine  or  practice  of  the  Church,  arrangements  may  be  made  for  a  Con 
ference  to  be  held  at  the  close  of  the  Service  (either  in  the  Church  or 
in  an  adjacent  hall)  at  which  questions  may  be  asked  and  answered.  By 
this  method  serious  and  reverent  discussion  of  the  topic  by  those  who  have 
been  present  at  the  Service  may  be  encouraged. 

*!\  The  Congregation  may  be  enabled  and  invited  to  take  a  larger  part  in  audible 
ivorship,  by  repeating  more  of  the  prayers  along  with  the  Minister,  by  joining 
in  a  choral  Amen  at  the  conclusion  of  the  prayers,  by  using  some  of  the 
responses  of  the  ancient  Church,  by  joining  in  a  short  Litany,  and  by  reading 
from  the  Bible  a  Psalm  or  Psalms  in  alternate  verses  with  the  Minister. 
What  follows  is  a  suggested  order  for  such  a  Service.

^1  Each    of  the  following  sentences  should  be  folloiced  by   a   pause  for   silent 
remembrance  and  prayer. 

We  remember  how  He  set  His  face  to  go  to  Jerusalem  :  how  He  came  to 
the  Holy  City  in  lowly  majesty  riding  upon  an  ass's  colt,  and  we  join  our  hearts 
with  the  voices  that  cried  :  "  Hosanna  to  the  Son  of  David  :  blessed  is  He  that 
cometh  in  the  Name  of  the  Lord." 

Silent  Prayer. 

We  remember  how  He  kept  the  Passover  with  His  disciples  :  how  He  girded 
Himself  and  washed  their  feet,  leaving  them  an  example  that  they  should  do 
as  He  had  done  to  them  :  how  He  gave  them  the  memorials  of  His  broken 
body  and  shed  blood,  bidding  them  keep  the  Feast  of  Remembrance  until  He 
should  come. 

Silent  Prayer. 
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We  remember  His  agony  in  the  Garden,  His  strong  crying  and  tears,  His 
sweat  as  of  blood,  His  submission  to  the  Father's  will,  and  after  His  example 
we  would  learn  to  say,  "  Not  my  will,  but  Thine  be  done." 

Silent  Prayer. 

We  remember  His  gentleness  and  patience  when  He  was  betrayed  by 
Judas  Iscariot,  bound  by  His  enemies,  forsaken  of  His  friends  :  when  He  was 
blindfolded,  buffeted,  spit  upon,  and  scourged  :  when  He  was  denied  by  Peter, 
delivered  to  Pilate,  mocked  and  set  at  naught  by  Herod,  rejected  for  Barabbas, 
crowned  with  thorns. 

Silent  Prayer. 

We  remember  how  He  went  forth,  bearing  His  Cross  :  how  He  endured 
the  Cross,  despising  the  shame  :  how  He  was  reckoned  with  the  transgressors  : 
how  through  the  Eternal  Spirit  He  offered  Himself  without  spot  unto  God. 

Silent  Prayer. 

We  remember  the  words  He  spoke  upon  the  Cross  (a  short  pause  should 
be  made  after  each  of  the  sayings):  "  Father,  forgive  them,  for  they  know  not 
what  they  do  " — "  To-day  shalt  thou  be  with  Me  in  Paradise  " — "  Woman, 
behold  thy  son  " — •"  Behold  thy  mother  " — "  I  thirst  " — «•  My  God,  My  God, 
why  hast  Thou  forsaken  Me  ?  " — "  It  is  finished  " — "Father,  into  Thy  hands 
I  commend  My  Spirit."

We  remember  that  when  He  had  cried  with  a  loud  voice  He  gave  up  the 
ghost.

We  remember  that  He  was  buried,  and  that  He  rose  again  the  third  day 
according  to  the  Scriptures.

We  remember  that  after  His  Passion  He  showed  Himself  alive  unto  His 
disciples  by  many  infallible  proofs,  and  that,  being  by  the  right  hand  of  God 
exalted,  He  opened  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven  to  all  believers. 

Silent  Prayer. 

H  Here  the  hymn  "  Rock  of  Ages  "  may  be  sung  softly,  the  congregation  kneeling. 
This  may  be  followed  by  a  Collect,  such  as  the  following  : 

f  Minister  :  Let  us  pray. 

Almighty  God,  Who  hast  turned  the  Cross  of  Thy  dear  Son  into  the  sign  of 
Thy  mercy,  and  hast  given  unto  Him  the  Name  which  is  above  every  name, 
we  pray  that,  as  we  remember  the  story  of  His  passion,  our  hearts  may  anew 
be  filled  with  a  great  tenderness  of  love,  and  a  deep  fervour  of  adoration.

Act  of  Remembrance  is  not  used. 
If  The  people  kneeling,  the  Minister  reads  the  passages  of  Scripture,  pausing 

for  silent  prayer  after  each.     The  verses  may  be  read  by  the  Minister  or  sung 

by  the  choir  and  congregation.

In  the  Communion  of  Saints,  in  fellowship  with  all  those  who 
have  died  in  faith,  may  we  live  to  Thy  praise,  and  afterwards  enter  into  Thy 
Glory.

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CHAPTER    II. 

ORDER    FOR     THE     ADMINISTRATION     OF     THE 
SACRAMENT    OF   BAPTISM. 


11  According  to  the  teaching  of  our  standards  "  The  visible  Church  consists 
of  all  those  throughout  the  zvorld  that  profess  the  true  religion,  together 
with  their  children." 

11  According  to  the  teaching  of  the  New  Testament  and  the  practice  of 
the  Church,  the  appointed  means  for  making  this  profession,  and  claim 
ing  the  cleansing  grace  oj  God  is  found  in  the  Sacrament  of  Baptism. 

U  Baptism  may  be  granted  either  to  those  of  adult  years,  who  make  pro 
fession  of  faith,  or  to  infants  for  whom  Baptism  is  sought  by  believing  parents, 
with  whom  others  may  be  associated  as  sponsors. 

The  Sacrament  of  Baptism  is  to  be  but  once  administered  to  any  person. 

f  The  Sacrament  is  ordinarily  to  be  administered  by  an  ordained  Minister  in 
the  Church  during  or  after  public  worship,  in  the  presence  of  a  Con 
gregation.  Should  it  be  thought  erpedient  to  hold  the  Service  more 
privately,  not  less  than  three  or  four  icitnesses  should  be  present. 

I  A  Register  of  all  Baptisms  ought  to  be  kept  in  each  Congregation,  each 
entry  being  attested  by  the  officiating  Minister. 
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*,\  The  child  to  be  baptized  shall  be  brought  to  the  Font  by  the  parents,  or,  in 
the  case  of  their  necessary  absence,  by  such  person  or  persons  as  are  entitled 
and  prepared  to  undertake  his  godly  upbringing  : 

*i  Minister  :  In  preparation  for  the  Sacrament  of  Baptism,  let  us  hear  the 
words  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  : 

All  power  is  given  unto  Me  in  heaven  and  in  earth.  Go  ye  therefore, 
and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost  :  Teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever 
I  have  commanded  you  :  and,  lo,  1  am  with  you  alway,  even  unto  the  end 
of  the  world. 

Also  it  is  written  : 

They  brought  young  children  to  Jesus,  that  He  should  touch  them  : 
and  His  disciples  rebuked  those  that  brought  them.  But  when  Jesus  saw  it, 
He  was  much  displeased,  and  said  unto  them,  Suffer  the  little  children  to  come 
unto  Me,  and  forbid  them  not  :  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  God.  Verily 
I  say  unto  you,  Whosoever  shall  not  receive  the  kingdom  of  God  as  a  little 
child,  he  shall  not  enter  therein.  And  He  took  them  up  in  His  arms,  put  His 
hands  upon  them,  and  blessed  them. 
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11  The   Minister  may   use  the  following   address  to    those    bringing    the    child 
for  baptism,  standing  before  him  : 

Do  you  desire  this  child  to  receive  the  Sacrament  of  Baptism  ? 
Answer  :     I  do. 

Dear  Friends,— You  bring  this  child  to  God's  house  to  claim  for  him 
the  promises  and  gifts  of  God  which  are  ours  in  Jesus  Christ,  whereof  the 
sacrament  of  Baptism  Is  the  sign  and  seal.  God  has  drawn  very  near  to  you 
In  giving  you  this  child  to  keep  for  Him,  and  to  train  for  His  kingdom,  and  now 
In  this  sacrament  He  would  draw  nearer  still,  for  your  comfort  and  the  con 
firming  of  your  faith.  At  this  time,  when  you  feel  the  greatness  and  the 
Joy  of  the  responsibility,  He  meets  you  and  your  child  in  this  ordinance. 
It  sets  forth  our  need  of  cleansing,  and  signifies  the  full  and  sufficient 
provision  for  such  cleansing,  which  God  has  made  in  the  gift  of  His  Son, 
our  Saviour.  It  further  assures  you  that  you  are  not  to  be  alone  In 
your  desire  and  effort  to  bring  up  this  little  one  as  one  of  God's  children. 
You  are  to  be  fellow-workers  with  God :  and  His  grace  will  be  available  for 
you,  as  also  for  the  child,  according  to  Ms  growth  and  need.  By  faith  you 
claim  God's  promise  for  him  ;  and  in  the  act  of  Baptism,  the  outward  and 
visible  sign  of  His  grace,  you  are  to  receive  God's  response,  and  the  pledge  of 
His  will  to  be  to  him  a  Father,  as  He  has  given  Christ  to  be  7;  is  Saviour. 

If  After  this    or   a   similar    address    the    Minister    shall    say    to    the  parent* 
standing  before  him  : 

And  now,  in  accordance  with  the  ancient  custom  of  the  Church,  I  call 
upon  you  to  profess  your  faith  and  make  your  vow  before  God  and  His  people. 

Do  you  pcofese  anew  pour  fattb  in  <5oD  our  ffatber,  in  Jesus  dbrtst 
our  Xoro  ano  Saviour,  ano  in  tbe  1bol\?  Spirit? 

Answer  :     I  do. 

Do  sou  promise,  to  gour  utmost  endeavour,  tbrouab  <3oo's  grace,  to 
brinfl  up  tbie  chilO  in  tbe  taitb  of  tbe  (Bospel,  to  set  before  him  a  gooD 
example,  ano  to  train  him  to  be  a  loeal  servant  of  Jesus  dbrlst? 

Answer  :     I  do. 

*f  Should  it  be  the  desire  of  the  parent  (or  parents)  to  associate 
one  or  two  Christian  friends  in  the  responsibility  for  the 
upbringing  of  the  child,  this  may  be  done  by  inviting  such 
sponsors  or  god-parents  to  answer  the  following  questions. 

Do  sou  profess  anew  gour  faitb  in  <5oo  our  jfatber,  in 
Jesus  Cbrist  our  lord  ano  Saviour,  ano  in  tbe  Ibotg  Spirit  ? 

Answer  :     I  do. 

Do  ECU  unoertafce,  sboulo  need  arise,  to  Do  all  sou  can  for 
tbis  cbilo'e  Cbristtan  instruction  an?  cjo&lp.  upbringing  ? 

Answer  :     I  do. 
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•'  Minister  : 

And  we,  as  representing  the  whole  Church  of  Christ,  joyfully  receiving 
this  child  as  a  member  of  Christ's  Church  on  earth,  acknowledge  our  bounden 
duty  to  provide  for  him  Instruction  In  the  Gospel  of  God's  love,  the  example 
of  Christian  faith  and  character,  and  the  strong  support  of  Christian  prayer. 

You  and  we  together  bear  up  this  child  before  God,  and  ask  Him  to  seal 
him  for  His  own. 

^  Minister  :  Let  us  pray. 

Almighty  and  everlasting  God,  Who  of  Thine  infinite  mercy  and  goodness 
hast  promised  unto  us  that  Thou  wilt  not  only  be  our  God,  but  also  the  God  and 
Father  of  our  children  ;  we  beseech  Thee,  to  sanctify  with  Thy  Spirit,  this 
child,  whom  we  shall  baptize  according  to  Thy  Word;  and  so  to  aid  him 
with  Thy  continual  grace  that  he,  coming  to  years  of  understanding,  may 
confess  Thee,  the  only  True  God,  and  Jesus  Christ  Whom  Thou  hast  sent, 
and  serve  Him  In  His  kingdom  all  the  days  of  his  life  :  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.

1f  Then  the  Minister  shall  declare  as  follon-s  : 

This  child  is  now  acknowledged  to  be  a  member  of  the  Church  of  God, 
and  is  under  obligation  to  confess  Christ  and  to  be  His  servant  and  soldier 
unto  his  life's  end.  Wherefore  receive  ye  him  in  the  Lord  as  Christ  also  received 
us  to  the  glory  of  God. 

1  Minister  :  Let  us  pray. 

Most  gracious  God,  our  Father  in  heaven,  we  give  Thee  thanks  that  in 
Thine  abundant  mercy  Thou  dost  call  our  children  also  to  be  partakers  of 
Thy  grace.  We  humbly  beseech  Thee  to  keep  this  child  under  Thy  care  and 
guidance.  Write  Thy  law  In  his  heart  and  suffer  him  not  to  fall  away  from  Thee. 
Preserve  him.  O  shepherd  of  Thy  people,  bring  him  safely  through  the  perils  of 
childhood,  deliver  him  from  the  temptations  of  youth,  and  lead  him  In  due 
time  to  witness  a  good  confession  and  to  persevere  therein  to  the  end. 
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Almighty  God,  we  bless  Thee  for  Thy  kindness  to  these  parents, 
and  we  pray  that  they  may  be  kept  faithful  to  their  vows  and  to  the  trust 
Thou  hast  committed  unto  them.  Especially  we  praise  Thee  for  Thy  mercy 
to  this  mother  in  preserving  her  life  and  renewing  her  strength.  Enable  her, 
we  beseech  Thee,  to  consecrate  both  the  life  which  Thou  hast  spared,  and  the 
life  which  Thou  hast  given,  to  the  glory  of  Thy  holy  Name. 

O  God,  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  of  whom  the  whole  family 
in  heaven  and  earth  Is  named,  we  commend  to  Thee  all  the  families  of  this 
congregation.  Help  us  in  our  homes  to  honour  Thee,  and  by  love  to  serve  one 
another. 

Almighty  God,  who  in  this  sacrament  hast  revealed  to  us  our  need  of 
cleansing  and  the  mystery  of  Thy  purifying  grace  in  Christ,  mercifully  assist 
us  so  to  abide  in  Him,  that  we  may  ever  continue  pure  in  Thy  sight. 

Now  unto  Him  that  loved  us,  and  washed  us  from  our  sins  in  His  own 
blood,  and  hath  made  us  kings  and  priests  unto  God  and  His  Father  ;  to  Him 
be  glory  and  dominion  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen. 

If  A  Hymn  or  Psalm  may  then  be  sung,  and  the  congregation  dismissed 
icith  the  Benediction  : 

The    grace    of   the   Lord   Jesus    Christ,    and  the   love    of   God,    and    the 

communion  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  be  with  you  all.  Amen. 

II.      BAPTISM   OF  ADULTS   AND  THEIR   ADMISSION  TO  FULL 
COMMUNION. 

If  Those  ivho  have  not  been  baptized  in  infancy  are  to  be  received  into  the 
fellowship  of  the  visible  Church  through  Baptism,  care  being  taken  to 
ascertain  thai  they  hare  been  sufficiently  instructed  in  the  Christian  faith, 
and  that  they  are  sincerely  desirous  of  being  followers  of  Christ. 

U  The  Service  having  commenced  with  an  Act  of  Praise  or  Prayer,  the  Minister 
shall  say  : 

In  preparation  for  the  Sacrament  of  Baptism,  let  us  hear  the  words  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

All  power  is  given  unto  Me  In  heaven  and  In  earth.  Go  ye  therefore, 
and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  In  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost  :  Teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever 
I  have  commanded  you  :  and,  lo,  I  am  with  you  alway,  even  unto  the  end  of 
the  world. 

Also  It  Is  written  : 

Know  ye  not,  that  so  many  of  us  as  were  baptized  into  Jesus  Christ  were 
baptized  into  His  death  ?  Therefore  we  are  buried  with  Him  by  baptism  into 
death  :  that  like  as  Christ  was  raised  up  from  the  dead  by  the  glory  of  the 
Father,  even  so  we  also  should  walk  in  newness  of  life. 

If  The  Minister  shall  then  say  to  the  candidate  (or  candidates)  slan'lini/ 
before  him  : 

A.,     .     .     .     Do  you  desire  to  profess  your  faith  in  Christ  and  to  receive 
the  Sacrament  of  Baptism  ? 
Answer  :     1  do. 
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*I  Then  the  Minister  shall  address  the  candidate  (or  candidates)  as  follows  : 

We  bless  and  praise  God  that  He  has  led  you  through  the  teaching  of 
His  Word  and  the  witness  of  the  Spirit  to  put  your  faith  in  Him  as  your  Father, 
in  Christ  as  your  Saviour,  and  in  the  Holy  Spirit  as  your  Comforter  and  Guide  : 
and  to  desire  now  to  testify  to  that  faith,  and  to  receive  through  this  Sacrament 
the  appointed  confirmation  of  God's  gracious  promises. 

This  Sacrament  is  granted  unto  you,  In  response  to  your  faith,  to  be  a 
sign  and  seal  of  your  ingrafting  Into  Christ,  of  the  remission  of  your  sins 
by  His  blood,  and  of  your  regeneration  by  His  Spirit,  of  your  death  unto  sin 
and  rising  unto  newness  of  life,  and  of  your  adoption  Into  the  Family  of  God. 

By  the  same  Sacrament  you  are  to  be  admitted  to  the  membership  of  the 
visible  Church  of  Christ  on  earth,  made  partaker  of  all  the  privileges  of  God's 
saints,  partaker  also  In  all  the  duties  and  obligations  of  the  Christian  life. 

U  In   the  case  of  probationary  membership,  especially  in  the    Foreign 
Field,  this  sentence  should  terminate  at  the  word  "  earth." 

Be  assured  that,  as  I  now  Invite  you  to  profess  your  faith,  you  are  sur 
rounded  and  sustained  by  the  faith  and  love  and  prayers  of  us  who  have  before 
trusted  in  Christ,  and  who  now  desire  to  renew  our  own  vows  of  faith  and 
obedience. 

If  The  Minister  should  then  address  the  following  questions  to  the  catechumen 
(or  catechumens)  : 

2)0  y?ou  believe  in  (Boo  through  Sesus  abrist  y?our  Saviour  ano  Xoro, 
ano,  accepting  all  tbe  gooo  things  that  are  ours  in  Cbrist,  Do  yjou  promise 
through  ibis  grace  to  serve  turn  faitbfully?  in  Ibis  Iktngoom?

Almighty  and  everlasting  God,  Who  hast  entrusted  unto  Thy  Church 
upon  earth  the  Word  and  Sacraments  of  Thy  grace,  we  thank  Thee  that  Thy 
Son,  Jesus  Christ,  gave  us  commandment  to  make  disciples  of  all  nations, 
baptizing  them  in  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
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Ghost.  We  beseech  Thee  to  grant  that  this,  Thy  servant,  receiving  the  forgive 
ness  of  sins,  and,  witnessing  a  good  confession,  may  abide  in  the  number  of  Thy 
faithful  children,  and  hold  the  beginning  of  his  confidence  steadfast  unto  the 
end.  Cleanse  him,  we  beseech  Thee,  by  Thy  heavenly  grace,  enlighten  him 
in  the  knowledge  of  Thy  will,  and  strengthen  him  with  all  might  according 
to  Thy  glorious  power  that,  putting  on  the  whole  armour  of  God,  he  may 
flght  the  good  flght  of  faith,  and  finally  obtain  the  crown  of  life,  and  an 
abundant  entrance  into  Thine  everlasting  kingdom  and  glory,  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.

^f  In  cases  ichere  the  baptized  person  is  to  be  a  member  of  the  Con 
gregation,  the  following  declaration  shall  be  substituted  : 

This  our  brother  having  now  been  admitted  into  full  communion 
with  the  Church  of  Christ  in  this  Congregation,  is  commended 
to  your  love  and  care  as  a  fellow-member  In  the  Lord. 

^f  The  Minister  and  elders  shall  then  give  the  right  hand  of  fellowship  to  the 
baptized  person. 

1J  Further  prayer  may  then  be  made,  concluding  with  the  Lord's  Prayer,  and 
if  thought  well  a  short  Address  may  be  given,  touching  the  duties  and  the 
privileges  of  the  Christian  life,  the  right  use  of  the  means  of  grace,  and 
the  responsibilities  of  members  in  the  Church. 

^  The  Service  may  then  conclude  with  a  Hymn  (Church  Praise,  526  or  350), 
and  the  j  allowing  Doxology  and  Benediction  : 

Now  unto  Him  that  is  able  to  keep  you  from  falling,  and  to  present  you 
faultless  before  the  presence  of  His  glory  with  exceeding  joy  :  to  the  only 
wise  God  our  Saviour,  be  glory  and  majesty,  dominion  and  power,  both  now 
and  ever.

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CHAPTER   III. 

ORDER  FOR   THE   CONFIRMATION   OF  VOWS 

MADE   IN    BAPTISM 
AND  FOR  ADMISSION  TO  FULL  COMMUNION. 


The  profession  of  faith,  on  the  ground  of  which  persons  who  have  been 
already  baptized  are  admitted  to  the  full  communion  of  the  Church,  is  to  be 
made  openly  in  the  presence  of  its  membfrs. 

The  Session,  being  assured  that  candidates  for  such  admission  have  been 
sufficiently  instructed  in  the  Gospel  and  in  the  duties  of  the  Christian  life, 
and  that  they  desire  to  make  profession  of  their  faith,  appoints  a  time  for 
the  Service  of  Admission. 

Convenient  opportunity  will  be  found,  either  at  a  Week-night  Service, 
or  at  a  Special  Service  preparatory  to  the  Communion,  or  on  Sunday 
immediately  before  the  Communion  Service. 


H  The  catechumens  being  seated  in  front  of  the  Minister,  who  i«  accompanied 
by  the  Session,  a  Hymn  suitable  to  the  occasion  (such  an  Church  Praise,  345) 
may  be  sung. 

U  The  Minister  shall  then  say  : 

These  persons,  A.B.,  C.D.,  etc.,  who  have  already  been  received  Into 
the  Church  by  Baptism,  having  been  Instructed  In  the  Gospel  and  in  the 
duties  of  the  Christian  life,  desire  now  to  make  profession  of  their  faith, 
and  to  be  received  into  the  full  communion  of  the  Church.  Let  us  who 
iirst  trusted  in  Christ  now  receive  these  who  come  after  us  with  gladness 
and  with  thanksgiving  to  God. 

K  Here  the  Minister  shall  call  upon  the  catechumens  to  stand,  and,  addressing 
them,  shall  say  : 

In  the  name  of  this  Congregation,  and  of  the  whole  Church,  I  gladly 
welcome  you,  as  you  come  to  make  profession  of  your  faith  and  to  claim 
the  full  privileges  of  membership  in  the  Church  of  God. 

You  have  been  in  the  fellowship  of  that  Church  since  the  day,  in  your 
early  childhood,  when  you  received  the  sacrament  of  Baptism.  You  were 
then  solemnly  engaged  to  be  the  Lord's.  Prayer  was  made  for  you,  and 
promises  given  that  you  should  be  trained  and  taught  to  know  and  love  God, 
and  God  granted  to  you  and  to  your  parents  in  that  Sacrament  the  sign  of 
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His  cleansing  grace.  For  you  these  prayers  have  been  answered,  and  these 
promises  performed.  By  that  grace  you  have  been  sustained  and  helped  :  so 
that  you  now  stand  here  ready  to  do  for  yourselves  what  was  then  done  In 
your  name,  to  confirm  the  undertaking  which  was  then  given  on  your  behalf, 
and  to  claim  your  full  Inheritance  in  the  Gospel. 

I  now  invite  you  to  make  profession  of  your  faith  hi  God,  by  assenting 
to  these  questions  : 

2)0  gou  believe  in  05od  tbrougb  Jesus  Cbrist  gout  saviour  and  Xoro, 
and,  accepting  all  tbe  good  things  tbat  are  ours  in  Cbriet,  Do  eon  promise 
tbrougb  Ibis  grace  to  serve  1bim  faitbfullp.  in  Ibis  IKingdom? 
Answer  :    I  do. 

2)0  eon  promise  to  live  tbe  Christian  life,  making  Diligent  use  ot  tbe 
means  of  grace— tbe  TUflord,  Sacraments  and  praeer :  to  seeh  tbe  peace  and 
welfare  of  Christ's  Bode,  tbe  Cburcb,  and,  in  reliance  upon  tbe  grace  of 
(5oo,  to  serve  ibim  anD  heep  Ibis  commandments  all  tbe  daps  of  eour  life? 

Answer  :    I  do. 

Will  you  now  say  after  me  :

Dearly  Beloved,  seeing  that  you  have  now  professed  your  faith  before 
God  and  this  people,  I  now  declare  you  to  be  admitted  to  the  full  membership  of 
the  Church  of  Christ :  and,  in  particular,  into  the  fellowship  of  His  Congregation 
in  this  place  :  and  in  token  thereof  I  give  you  the  right  hand  of  fellowship. 

The  very  God  of  peace  sanctify  you  wholly  :  and  I  pray  God  your 
whole  spirit  and  soul  and  body  be  preserved  blameless  unto  the  coming  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

If  The  Minister  and  the  Elders  shall  give  the  right  hand  of  fellowahip  to  the 
newly-admitted  members. 

If  Addressing  the  Congregation,  the  Minister  shall  say  : 

These  persons,  having  been  now  admitted  into  full  communion  with  the 
Church  of  Christ,  are  commended  to  your  love  and  care  as  fellow-members 
in  the  Lord. 

Be  kindly  affectloned  one  to  another  with  brotherly  love. 

Bear  ye  one  another's  burdens,  and  so  fulfil  the  law  of  Christ. 
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H  Minister  :  Let  us  pray. 

Almighty  God,  Who  by  the  gracious  guidance  of  Thy  Holy  Spirit  hast 
brought  these  Thy  servants  to  put  their  trust  In  Thee,  accept,  we  beseech 
Thee,  their  dedication  of  themselves  to  Thine  obedience  and  service  :  give 
unto  them  continually  of  Thy  good  Spirit  :  and  of  Thy  great  mercy  perfect 
In  them  the  good  work  which  Thou  hast  begun.  Nourish  them  continually 
by  the  communion  of  the  most  precious  Body  and  Blood  of  Thy  Son,  our 
Saviour.  Suffer  them  not  to  fall  away  from  Thee,  but  keep  them  faithful 
to  the  end,  that  at  the  glorious  appearing  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  they  may 
be  found  In  Him,  to  Whom,  with  Thee  the  Father,  and  the  Holy  Spirit, 
be  glory  for  ever.  Amen. 

U  Here  follows  the  Lord's  Prayer  as  beloic. 


K  The  Minister  may  use  the  i>r<ii/cr  following  instead  of  the  above  : 

Almighty  God,  Who  hast  promised  to  perfect  In  us  the  work  Thou  hast 
begun,  we  bless  Thee  for  all  Thy  goodness  and  lovlngklndness  to  Thy  servants 
before  Thee,  and  especially  that  by  Thy  grace  vouchsafed  unto  them  Thou 
hast  Inclined  them  to  give  their  hearts  unto  Thee  Into  Whose  Holy  Name 
they  were  baptized.

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CHAPTER   IV. 

ORDER   FOR  THE   CELEBRATION   OF 

THE   SACRAMENT   OF   THE   LORD'S   SUPPER, 

OR    HOLY   COMMUNION. 


The  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  is  to  be  celebrated  frequently,  but  how 
often  shall  be  determined  by  the  Minister  and  Elders  of  each  Congregation 
in  Sessio)i  :  and  the  observance  should  be  made  known  beforehand,  so  that 
the  people  may  devoutly  prepare  their  hearts. 

The  Communion  Table  being  the  Table  of  the  Lord,  is  open  to  all  who  are 
in  full  communio>i  ivith  His  Church  Universal  in  any  of  its  branches.  It  is 
therefore  fitting  that  an  invitation  be  given  to  any  such  who  may  be  present, 
to  unite  with  the  Congregation  in  the  celebration  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

The  Table  being  covered  with  a  fair  white  linen  cloth,  and  the  elements  of 
Bread  and  Wine  having  been  reverently  placed  thereon,  the  Minister  and 
Elders  take  their  places  tit  the  Table,  the  people  being  seated  as  may  lie 
suitable  for  the  seemly  distribution  of  the  elements. 

The  Offering  for  the  Poor  may  be  made  either  at  the  beginning,  or  at  the  end. 
of  the  Communion  Service. 

In  cases  of  protracted  illness  or  infirmity  the  Lord's  Supper  may  be  ad 
ministered  in  a  private  house,  provided  always  that  there  be  at  least  three 
persons  present.  All  such  cases  should  be  reported  by  the  Minister  to  the 
Session. 


^  The   Communicants  having  taken   their   places  as  appointed,    the   Minister 
ahull  say  : 

In  order  that    we    may  come  to  this  Table  with  faith  and  hope,  let  us 
hear  the  comfortable  words  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

Blessed    are    they    which    do    hunger  and  thirst  after  righteousness  :    for 
they  shall  be  filled. 

I    am    the    Bread    of  Life  :    he  that  cometh  to  Me  shall  never  hunger  : 
and  he  that  believeth  on  Me  shall  never  thirst. 

Behold,  I  stand  at    the    door,   and  knock  :    if  any  man  hear  My  voice, 
and  open  the  door,  I  will  come  in  to  him,  and  will  sup  with  him,  and  he  with  Me. 

Come  unto  Me,  all  ye  that  labour  and  are  heavy  laden,  and  I  will  give 
you  rest. 
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U  Minister  :  Let  us  pray. 

Almighty  God,  unto  Whom  all  hearts  be  open,  all  desires  known,  and  from 
Whom  no  secrets  are  hid  :  Cleanse  the  thoughts  of  our  hearts  by  the  inspiration 
of  Thy  Holy  Spirit,  that  we  may  perfectly  love  Thee,  and  worthily  magnify 
Thy  Holy  Name  :  through  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 

11  One  of  the  following  Collects  may  also  be  used. 

Lord  Jesus,  Who  art  at  once  the  Giver  of  this  Feast,  and  the  Feast  Itself, 
we  bow  our  hearts  before  Thee,  to  receive  again  the  spirit  of  faith  and  holiness, 
the  spirit  of  meekness  and  of  brotherly  love  that,  being  clothed  therein  as  in 
a  wedding  garment,  we  may  draw  near  to  this  Thy  Table  with  confidence  and 
Joy.  Satisfy  us  with  Thy  goodness  for  Thy  Name's  sake.  Amen. 

We  do  not  presume  to  come  to  this  Thy  Table,  O  merciful  Lord,  trusting 
In  our  own  righteousness,  but  in  Thy  manifold  mercies.  We  are  not  worthy 
so  much  as  to  gather  the  crumbs  under  Thy  Table,  nor  to  take  Thy  Name  upon 
our  lips,  for  we  have  sinned.  With  humble,  lowly  and  penitent  hearts  we  seek 
Thy  face  and  favour.  Let  Thy  mercy  be  upon  us  according  as  we  hope  in  Thee. 
Amen. 

^  A  Hymn  may  here  be  sung. 
^  Minister  : 

Let  us  now  hear  the  Words  of  Institution  which  are  our  warrant  for 
observing  The  Lord's  Supper. 

"  I  have  received  of  the  Lord  that  which  also  I  delivered  unto  you,  That 
the  Lord  Jesus  the  same  night  in  which  He  was  betrayed  took  bread  :  And 
when  He  had  given  thanks,  He  brake  it,  and  said,  Take,  eat  ;  this  is  My  Body, 
which  is  broken  for  you  :  this  do  in  remembrance  of  Me.  After  the  same 
manner  also  He  took  the  cup,  when  He  had  supped,  saying,  This  Cup  is  the  New 
Covenant  in  My  Blood  :  this  do  ye,  as  oft  as  ye  drink  it,  in  remembrance  of  Me. 
For  as  often  as  ye  eat  this  Bread,  and  drink  this  Cup,  ye  do  shew  the  Lord's 
death  till  He  come." 

^1  Then  shall  the  Minister  say  :

Let  us  in  His  Name  and  after  His  example  give  God  thanks. 

Let  us  pray. 

Almighty  God,  the  Father  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  we  offer 
unto  Thee  our  worship  and  our  praise.  We  adore  Thee  in  Thy  wisdom,  Thy 
holiness,  and  Thy  truth.  We  bless  Thee  for  the  love  wherewith  Thou  hast 
loved  us  from  the  foundation  of  the  world,  and  for  the  supreme  token  and  pledge 
of  that  love,  the  gift  of  Jesus  Christ  Thy  Son,  in  Whom  we  have  redemption 
through  His  blood,  the  forgiveness  of  our  sins.  We  thank  Thee  for  all  the 
precious  gifts  and  benefits  which  are  ours  in  Him,  for  the  sanctifying  power 
of  Thy  Spirit,  and  for  the  promise  and  hope  of  everlasting  life. 
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In  dependence  on  Thy  grace  alone  we  draw  near  to  this  Table.  Grant  unto 
us  the  presence  and  the  power  ol  Thy  Holy  Spirit,  to  make  this  a  true  sacrament 
to  us  all.  May  He  take  of  the  things  of  Christ  and  show  them  unto  us.  May 
He  help  us  so  to  partake  of  these  elements  of  Bread  and  Wine,  which  now  we 
set  apart  to  their  sacred  use,  that  in  like  manner  as  we  receive  them  with  our 
lips,  so  we  may  receive  Christ  to  dwell  in  our  hearts  by  faith.  And  to  Thee  we 
offer  and  present  ourselves,  our  souls  and  bodies,  to  be  a  living  sacrifice  through 
Him  Who  loved  us  and  washed  us  from  our  sins  in  His  own  blood,  and  hath 
made  us  kings  and  priests  unto  God  and  His  Father  :  to  Him  be  glory  and 
dominion  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen. 

If  //  desired,  the  following  prayer  may  be  used  instead  of  the  above  : 

Almighty  God,  our  Heavenly  Father,  we  give  thanks  unto  Thee  for  all 
Thy  mercies,  known  and  unknown,  which  Thou  hast  bestowed  upon  us  so  richly 
in  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

Hear  us,  O  God,  and  do  for  us  exceeding  abundantly  above  all  that  we  ask 
or  think  for  Christ's  sake.  Amen.

We  are  enjoined  to  make  public  declaration  of  the  Church's  attitude 
towards  her  Standards  in  the  following  terms  : 

The  Presbyterian  Church  of  England  acknowledges  as  her  Supreme 
Standard  of  Faith  and  Duty  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments, 
and  as  her  Subordinate  Standards  the  Westminster  Confession  of  Faith,  and 
the  Larger  and  Shorter  Catechisms. 

The  Church  recognises  liberty  of  opinion  on  such  points  in  her  Subordinate 
Standards  as  do  not  enter  into  the  substance  of  the  Faith,  while  she  retains  full 
authority  in  any  case  which  may  arise  to  determine  what  falls  within  this 
description,  and  to  guard  against  any  abuse  of  this  liberty  to  the  injury  of  her 
unity  and  peace. 

The  Church  further  claims  the  right,  as  duty  may  require,  to  interpret, 
alter,  add  to,  or  modify  her  Subordinate  Standards  and  Formulas,  under  the 
promised  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  under  a  sense  of  direct  responsibility 
to  her  ever-living  Head. 

The  statement  of  doctrine  known  as  the  "  Twenty-four  Articles  of  the 
Faith,"  and  the  statement  of  polity  known  as  the  "  Appendix  to  the  Articles," 
though  not  Standards  of  the  Church,  represent  generally  her  teaching  and 
practice,  and  are  subject  to  the  same  principles  of  interpretation  as  her 
Subordinate  Standards. 

1[   Then  the  Moderator,  addressing  the    Ordinand,  who  is  to  stand  and  make 
audible  answer  to  the  Questions  put  to  him,  shall  say  : 

A.B.,  in  view  of  this  Declaration,  you  are  now  required  to  answer  these 
Questions  of  the  Formula  : 

I. —  Do  you  believe  the  Word  of  God  contained  in  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old 
and  New  Testaments  to  be  the  Supreme  Standard  of  Faith  and  Duty  ? 

II.— Do  you  accept  the  Westminster  Confession  of  Faith  and  the  Larger 
and  Shorter  Catechisms  as  the  Subordinate  Standards  of  this  Church,  believing 
the  substance  of  the  Christian  Faith  therein  contained  ;  and  do  you  consent 
that  by  these  Standards,  constitutionally  interpreted  by  the  Courts  of  the 
Church,  your  relation  to  this  Church  shall  be  determined  ? 

III. — Are  you  persuaded  that  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  only  King  and 
Head  of  the  Church,  has  therein  appointed  a  government  distinct  from  civil 
government,  and  in  things  spiritual  not  subordinate  thereto  ;  and  that  rulers, 
while  bound  to  render  obedience  to  Christ  in  their  own  province,  ought  not 
to  constrain  men's  religious  belief  or  invade  the  rights  of  conscience  ? 
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IV. —  Do  you  acknowledge  the  Presbyterian  form  of  government  to  be 
founded  on,  and  agreeable  to,  the  Word  of  God  ;  do  you  promise,  as  a  Minister 
of  this  Church,  to  be  subject  to  its  government,  and  to  take  the  part  entrusted 
to  you  in  the  administration  of  its  affairs  ;  and  while  cherishing  brotherly 
love  towards  all  the  faithful  followers  of  Christ,  do  you  engage  to  seek  the 
purity,  peace,  and  increase  of  this  Church  ? 


If  When  an  Assistant  Minister  is  to    be    ordained,   the   following 
Question  is  to  be  used  instead  of  Number  IV.  : 

Do  you  acknowledge  the  Presbyterian  form  of  government  to 
be  founded  on,  and  agreeable  to,  the  Word  of  God  :  do  you  promise, 
as  a  Minister  of  this  Church,  to  be  subject  to  its  government  ; 
and,  while  cherishing  brotherly  love  towards  all  the  faithful 
followers  of  Christ,  do  you  engage  to  seek  the  purity,  peace,  and 
Increase  of  this  Church  ? 


And  now  you  are  called  upon  to  undertake  the  following  solemn  engage 
ments  as  a  servant  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  a  Minister  of  His  Gospel  : 

V. — Do  you  own  and  confess  anew  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  your  Saviour 
and  Lord  ? 

VI. — Do  you  sincerely  believe,  and  will  you  faithfully  proclaim,  the  Gospel 
of  the  love  and  grace  of  God,  wherein  He  freely  offers  to  all  men  forgiveness 
and  eternal  life,  and  calls  them  into  the  fellowship  and  service  of  His  Kingdom, 
through  Jesus  Christ,  His  only  begotten  Son,  Who  died  for  our  sins,  rose  again 
from  the  dead,  and  is  alive  for  evermore  ? 

VII. — Are  zeal  for  the  glory  of  God,  love  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  a 
desire  to  save  souls,  and  not  worldly  designs  or  interests,  as  far  as  you  know 
your  own  heart,  your  great  motives  and  chief  inducements  to  enter  into  the 
office  ol  the  Holy  Ministry  ? 

VIII. — Do  you  engage  in  the  strength  and  grace  of  Jesus  Christ,  our 
Lord  and  Master,  to  live  a  holy  and  circumspect  life,  faithfully  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  the  ministry  among  this  people,  and  zealously  to  maintain  the  truth 
of  the  Gospel,  whatever  trouble  or  persecution  may  arise  ?

Do  you  engage  in  the  strength  and  grace  of  Jesus  Christ,

U  These  Questions  having  been  answered  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Presbytery, 
the  Ordinand  shall  kneel,  and  the  Moderator,  icith  the  other  Presbyters 
standing  around  him,  shall,  by  prayer  and  the  laying  on  of  the  hands  of 
the  Presbytery,  ordain  him  to  the  office  of  the  Holy  Ministry.

Give  unto  him  the  hearts  of  this  people.  Enable  him  to  discharge  his 
Ministry  among  them,  breaking  to  them  the  bread  of  life,  tending  the  young 
of  the  flock,  comforting  the  burdened  and  the  sorrowful,  and  so  ministering 
the  manifold  grace  of  God  that  the  Body  of  Christ  may  be  built  up  in  this 
place.  Strengthen  him  to  lead  the  people  In  the  service  of  the  Kingdom,  and 
send  him  forth  as  an  ambassador  of  Christ  to  persuade  men  to  be  reconciled 
unto  Thee.

H  At  the  conclusion  of  the  Charge  the  Minister  shall  offer  prayer  for  the  people.

O  Thou  Who  art  the  Shepherd  of  Israel,  give  grace  to  this  people,  that

The  Presbytery  thereafter 
nhall  proceed  to  the  Church,  and  Public  Worship  shall  be  conducted  by  the 
Minister  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

If  The  Order  of  Worship  may  be  as  follows  :

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CHAPTER   VIII. 

ORDER   FOR   THE   ORDINATION    AND   INDUCTION 

OF  ELDERS. 


1]  The  Ordination  and  Induction  of  Elders  shall  take  place  in  presence  of  the 
Congregation  during  Public  Worship. 

H  The  Session  having  been  constituted,  and  Divine  Service  having  been  con 
ducted,  the  Elders,  together  with  the  Elders-elect,  take  their  appointed  places. 

1[  The  Minister  shall  then  address  the  Congregation  in  these  terms  : 

The  Session  having  resolved  upon  an  addition  to  the  number  of  Elders  in 
this  Congregation,  the  following  persons  have  been  duly  chosen  for  that  office  :

T{  Then  the  Minister  shall  say  : 

We  are  here  met  as  a  Session,  in  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son, 
and  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  to  ordain  the  said  A.  B.,  C.  D.,  .  .  .  .  to  the  Office 
of  the  Eldership,  and  to  induct  the  said  A.  B.,  C.  D.,  .  .  .  E.  F.,  G.  H.,  .  .  . 
to  the  Office  of  the  Eldership  in  this  Congregation. 

f  If  all  the  Elders  elect  have  been  ordained  already,  the  words  ••  to  ordain 
the  said  A.  B.,  C.  I).,  .  .  .to  the  office  of  the  Eldership"  shall  be  omitted. 

We  are  enjoined  to  make  public  declaration  of  the  Church's  attitude 
towards  her  Standards  in  the  following  terms  : 

The  Presbyterian  Church  of  England  acknowledges  as  her  Supreme 
Standard  of  Faith  and  Duty  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments, 
and  as  her  Subordinate  Standards  the  Westminster  Confession  of  Faith,  and 
the  Larger  and  Shorter  Catechisms. 

The  Church  recognises  liberty  of  opinion  on  such  points  in  her  Subordinate 
Standards  as  do  not  enter  into  the  substance  of  the  Faith,  while  she  retains  full 
authority  in  any  case  which  may  arise  to  determine  what  falls  within  this 
description,  and  to  guard  against  any  abuse  of  this  liberty  to  the  injury  of  her 
unity  and  peace. 

The  Church  further  claims  the  right,  as  duty  may  require,  to  interpret, 
alter,  add  to,  or  modify  her  Subordinate  Standards  and  Formulas,  under  the 
promised  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  under  a  sense  of  direct  responsibility 
to  her  ever-living  Head. 


62  ORDINATION    OF    ELDERS 


The  statement  of  doctrine  known  as  the  "  Twenty-four  Articles  of  the 
Faith,"  and  the  statement  of  polity  known  as  the  "  Appendix  to  the  Articles," 
though  not  Standards  of  the  Church,  represent  generally  her  teaching  and 
practice,  and  are  subject  to  the  same  principles  of  interpretation  as  her  Sub 
ordinate  Standards. 

U  Then  the  Minister  addressing  the  Eldnrs-elect,  who  are  to  stand  and  make 
audible  answer  to  the  Questions  put  to  them,  shall  say  : 

1.  Do  you  confess  your  faith  in  God,  revealed  to  us  in  Jesus  Christ,  His 
only  Son,  our  Lord  and  Saviour  ? 

2.  Do  you  own  anew  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  your  personal  Saviour 
and  Lord  ;   and  will  you  seek,  in  dependence  on  the  Holy  Spirit,  to  order  your 
life  in  accordance  with  His  will  ? 

3.  Do  you  acknowledge  as  the  Supreme  Standard  of  Faith  and   Duty 
the  revelation  of  God  recorded  in  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments 
and  perfected  in  Jesus  Christ  ? 

4.  Do  you  declare  your  loyalty  to  this  Church  and  to  the  principles  of 
Presbyterian  polity  ? 

5.  Do  you  accept  the  office  of  Elder  in  this  Congregation,  and,  in  so  doing, 
promise  to  take  due  part  in  the  administration  of  its  affairs,  and  faithfully 
to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  Eldership  ? 

It  These  Questions  having  been  answered  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Session, 
the  Minister  shall  offer  the  Ordination  Prayer,  which  may  be  accompanied 
with  the  laying  on  of  hands. 

Almighty  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  Who 
hast  given  Him  to  be  Head  overall  things  to  the  Church,  and  hast  distributed 
unto  Thy  servants  by  Thy  Spirit  divers  gifts  and  offices  whereby  Thy  people 
may  be  edified,  we  thank  Thee  for  these  Thy  servants  who  have  been  called 
unto  the  office  of  the  Eldership  amongst  us,  and  for  their  willingness  to  serve 
Thee  in  the  work  of  Thy  Church.  We  beseech  Thee  now  to  accept  them,  and 
to  pour  out  upon  them  Thy  Spirit,  as  In  the  Name  of  Christ,  the  Lord  and  Head 
of  the  Church,  we  set  them  apart  to  their  holy  office. 

We  pray  Thee  to  make  all  grace  abound  towards  them.  Enable  them  to 
serve  Thee  with  consecrated  hearts,  and  to  be  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  all 
their  duties.  By  their  life  and  example  may  they  bear  witness  to  Christ,  and 
be  the  means  of  advancing  His  Kingdom  of  grace. 

Give  them  the  spirit  of  wisdom,  that  when  they  sit  In  the  courts  of  the 
Church  and  take  counsel  with  others  in  regard  to  its  welfare,  they  may  deal 
wisely  and  faithfully,  as  those  who  have  the  mind  of  Christ.  When  they 
minister  at  the  Lord's  Table,  bearing  in  their  hands  the  vessels  of  the  Lord, 
may  their  own  hearts  be  cleansed  and  prepared  for  that  holy  service,  and  they 
themselves  be  vessels  unto  honour,  sanctified,  and  meet  for  the  Master's  use. 
Through  the  grace  given  unto  them,  may  they  be  enabled  to  deal  with  others  in 
faithfulness,  tenderness,  patience,  and  love. 
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May  they  be  a  strength  to  their  fellow-labourers  in  Christ's  service 
and  continue  in  well-doing  unwearied  unto  the  end.  And  when  the  Chief 
Shepherd  shall  appear,  may  they  receive  from  Him  that  crown  of  righteous 
ness  which  the  Lord,  the  righteous  Judge,  shall  give. 

And  unto  Thee,  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Spirit,  shall  be  the  glory,  world 
without  end.  Amen. 

If  Prayer  being  ended,   the   Congregation  shall  stand  and   the    Minister  shall 
make  this  Declaration  : 

In  the  Name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  only  Head  of  the  Church,  and 
by  authority  of  this  Session,  I  declare  you,  A.  B.,  C.  D.,  ...  to  be  ordained  to 
the  office  of  the  Eldership  ;  and  I  commend  you  to  God  and  to  the  word  of  His 
grace,  which  is  able  to  make  you  perfect,  throughly  furnished  unto  all  good 
works. 

If  Thereupon  the  Minister  shall  proceed  to  induct  into  their  office  all  the  Elders- 
elect,   making  this  Declaration  : 

In  the  Name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  only  Head  of  the  Church,  and 
by  authority  of  this  Session,  I  receive  you,  A.  B.,  C.  D.,  .  .  .  E.  F.,G.  H.,  .  .  .  . 
to  take  part  with  us  in  this  Ministry,  and  hereby  induct  you  into  the  office  of 
the  Eldership  in  this  Congregation  with  all  its  rights  and  privileges.  In  token 
whereof  I  now  give  you  the  right  hand  of  fellowship. 

If  Then  the   Minister  and  the  other  members  of  Session  shall  give  to  all  the 
newly- inducted  Elders  the  right  hand  of  fellowship. 

T|  After  a  suitable  Act  of  Praise,  the  Minister  shall  give  a  solemn   Charge  to 
the  newly-inducted  Elders  and  to  the  Congregation. 

1[  The  Service  shall  conclude  with  a    Hymn   or   Dosology,   and  the  Apostolic

When,  at  the  invitation  of  the  Foreign  Missions  Committee,  an  Elder  is 
ordained  by  a  Presbytery  or  by  a  Session  for  sen-ice  in  the  Foreign  Mission 
Field,  the  necessary  alterations  should  be  made  in  the  introduction,  in  the 
fifth  question,  and  in  the  Declaration  of  Induction,  the  u-ords  "  in  the  Foreign 
Mission  Field  "  being  substituted  in  each  case  for  the  u-ords  "  in  this  Con 
gregation." 
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CHAPTER    IX. 

ORDER   FOR    THE    SETTING   APART    OF    THOSE 

ELECTED    TO    THE    DIACONATE 

OR    AS    MANAGERS. 


I.      WHEN      DEACONS      ARE      TO      BE      ORDAINED. 

t  When  Deacons  are  to  be  ordained  the  Service  shall  take  place  in  presence 
of  the  Congregation  during  Public  Worship.

Due  notice  having  been  given,  and  no 
objection  having  been  taken  to  their  life  or  doctrine,  I  now,  by  authority  of 
the  Session,  proceed  to  their  Ordination  and  Induction  according  to  the  forms 
of  the  Church. 

If  When  all  the  Deacons-elect  have  been  ordained  already,  the 
icords  "  Ordination  and  "  shall  be  omitted. 

1f  Then  the  Minister  shall  say  : 

We  are  here  met  as  a  Session,  in  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son, 
and  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  to  ordain  the  said  A.  B.,  C.  D.,  .  .  .  to  the  Office 
of  Deacon,  and  to  induct  the  said  A.  B.,  C.  D.,  .  .  .  E.  F.,  G.  H.,  .  .  .  to 
the  Office  of  Deacon  in  this  Congregation. 

1j  //  all  the  Deacons-elect  have  been  ordained  already,  the  words

1.  Do  you  as  a  servant  of  Jesus  Christ,  your  Saviour  and  Lord,  accept 
the  office  of  Deacon  in  this  Congregation  ? 

2.  Do  you  engage,  in  dependence  upon  His  grace,  faithfully  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  this  office  ? 
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If  These  Questions   having   been   answered   to   the   satisfaction   of  the   Session 
the  Minister  shall  offer  Prayer.      The  following  Prayer  mat/  he  used  : 

Almighty  and  Eternal  God,  we  beseech  Thee  to  accept  these  Thy  servants 
chosen  to  serve  as  Deacons  in  this  Congregation,  whom  we  now  set  apart 
to  their  sacred  office  in  the  Name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.

to  take  part  with  us  in  this  Ministry,  and  hereby  induct  you  into  the  office  of  the 
Diaconate  in  this  Congregation  with  all  its  rights  and  privileges.  In  token 
whereof  I  now  give  you  the  right  hand  of  fellowship. 

If  Then  the    Minister  and  the  other  members  of  Session   shall  (jive  to  all  the 
newly-inducted  Deacons  the  right  hand  of  fellowship. 

TI  After  a  suitable  Act  of  Praise,  the    Minister  shall  gire  a  solemn   Charge  to 
the  newly-inducted  Deacons  and  to  the  Congregation. 

^  The  Service  shall  conclude  ivith   a    Hymn   or    Doxology,   and  the    Apostolic 
Benediction. 
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II.      WHEN      TENURE      OF      OFFICE      IS     LIMITED. 

If  It  has  nut  hitherto  been  the  general  practice  of  our  Church  to  receive  to  office 
in  a  formal  way  Deacons  or  Managers  elected  with  limited  tenure  of  office. 
Bui  where  such  a  service  is  desired  it  may  follow  the  lines  set  forth  below. 

^f  The  Session  having  been  constituted  and  Divine  Service  having  been  con 
ducted,  the  Deacons  or  Managers  elect  take  their  appointed  places. 

If  The  Minister  shall  then  say  : 

We  are  here  met  as  a  Session,  in  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son, 
and  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  to  receive  A.  B.,  C.  D.,  .  .  .  who  have  been  elected 
to  serve  the  Congregation  in  the  office  of  Deacon  [o/-  Manager]  for  a  period 
of years. 

If  Then  the  Minister  may  invite  the  Deacons-elect  or  the  Managers-elect  to 
answer  the  following  questions  : 

1.  Do  you  as  a  servant  of  Jesus  Christ,  your  Saviour  and  Lord,  accept 
the  Office  of  Deacon  [or  Manager]  in  this  Congregation  ? 

2.  Do  you  engage,  in  dependence  upon  His  grace,  faithfully  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  this  office  ? 

If  Then  the  Minister  shall  offer  Prayer.      The  following  Prayer  may  be  used  : 

Almighty  and  Eternal  God,  we  beseech  Thee  to  accept  these  Thy  servants, 
whom  we  now,  in  the  Name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  set  apart  to  be  Deacons 
[or  Managers]  in  this  Congregation.

Benediction. 
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CHAPTER   X. 

ORDER    FOR    THE    SOLEMNIZATION 
OF    MARRIAGE. 


Marriage  may  be  celebrated  only  in  a  building  ivhich  has  been  licensed  for 
the  purpose  and  by  an  ordained  Minister,  in  the  presence  of  an  official 
Registrar  or  an  "  authorised  person,"  and  between  the  hours  of  S  a.m.  and 
3  p.m. 

The  persons  to  be  married,  being  present  with  at  least  tioo  ivitnesses,  shall 
stand  before  the  Minister,  the  Bridegroom  having  the  Bride  at  his  left  hand. 

The  words  throughout  the  Service  in  inverted  commas  are  prescribed  by  Act 
of  Parliament,  and.  unless  they  are  used,  the  marriage  is  not  valid.  The 
parties  should  repeat  at  full  length  their  Christian  name  or  names,  and 
Surname. 


*|  The  Service  may  be  opened  with  the  singing  of  a  Psalm  or  Hymn. 

H  The  Congregation  standing,  the  Minister  shall  say  : 

Dearly  beloved,  we  are  here  met  in  the  presence  of  God,  to  join  together 
this  man  and  this  woman  in  the  bonds  of  holy  wedlock,  according  to  the 
ordinance  of  God  and  the  laws  of  this  realm. 

Marriage  is  an  honourable  estate  ordained  of  God  from  the  beginning 
as  the  foundation  and  bond  of  family  life,  for  the  bringing  up  of  children  in  the 
nurture  and  fear  of  the  Lord,  and  for  the  mutual  society,  help,  and  comfort 
that  husband  and  wife  ought  to  have,  the  one  of  the  other.  Its  sanctity 
was  confirmed  by  the  teaching  of  Christ  Himself ;  it  was  honoured  and 
adorned  by  His  presence  at  the  wedding  feast  in  Cana  of  Galilee,  and  is  set 
forth  by  His  Apostle  as  signifying  to  us  the  mystical  union  between  Christ 
and  His  Church. 

Marriage  is  therefore  not  to  be  entered  on  by  any  lightly  or  thoughtlessly, 
but  reverently,  discreetly,  and  in  the  fear  of  God. 

Into  which  estate  these  two  persons,  A.  B.  and  C.  D.,  now  desire  to  enter. 
Wherefore,  if  any  man  can  show  just  cause  why  they  may  not  lawfully  be 
joined  together,  let  him  now  declare  it,  or  else  hereafter  for  ever  hold  his 
peace. 
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If  Also,  speaking  directly  to  the  Bridegroom  and  Bride,  the  Minister  shall  say  : 

I  charge  you  both,  as  ye  shall  answer  to  God,  that  if  either  of  you  know 
any  impediment,  why  ye  may  not  be  lawfully  joined  together  in  marriage, 
ye  do  now  declare  it  ;  and  be  ye  also  well  assured,  that  so  many  as  are  joined 
together  otherwise  than  God's  Word  doth  allow  are  not  united  by  God,  neither 
is  their  marriage  lawful  in  His  sight. 

If  ATo  impediment  being  alleged  or  confessed,  he  shall  require  the  Bridegroom 
to  say  after  him  the  following  words  : 

"  I  do  solemnly  declare  that  I  know  not  of  any  lawful  Impediment  why 
I,  A.  B.,  may  not  be  joined  In  matrimony  to  C.  D." 

If  The  Bride  shall  likewise  say  after  the  Minister  : 

"  I  do  solemnly  declare  that  I  know  not  of  any  lawful  impediment  why 
I,  C.  D.,  may  not  be  joined  In  matrimony  to  A.  B." 

1f  Then,  the  persons  present  devoutly  kneeling,  the  Minister  shall  say  : 

Let  us  pray. 

Almighty  God,  the  Creator  and  Preserver  of  men,  from  Whom  cometh 
every  good  and  every  perfect  gift,  we  bless  Thee,  as  for  all  Thy  benefits,  so 
especially  at  this  time  for  Thine  ordinance  of  marriage.  We  thank  Thee 
that  in  Thy  Providence  Thou  hast  led  these  Thy  servants  into  mutual  affection 
and  confidence.  Assist  them,  we  beseech  Thee,  to  plight  their  troth  and  in 
Thy  holy  Name  to  exchange  their  vows  of  love  and  faithfulness.  And  may  It 
please  Thee,  without  Whose  benediction  nothing  can  prosper,  to  vouchsafe 
to  us  now  the  joy  and  blessing  of  Thy  presence.  Grant  us  this,  O  Father  of 
mercies,  for  the  sake  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  Amen. 

If  The  Minister  shall  then  say  to  the  Bridegroom,  addressing  him  by  his  name  : 

A. ,  wilt  thou  have  this  woman  to  thy  wedded  wife,  to  live  together 

after  God's  ordinance  In  the  holy  estate  of  marriage  ? 

If  The  Bridegroom  shall  answer  : 
1  will. 

If  Then  shall  the  Minister  say  to  the  Bride,  addressing  her  by  her  name  : 

C.— — ,  wilt  thou  have  this  man  to  thy  wedded  husband,  to  live  together 
after  God's  ordinance  in  the  holy  estate  of  marriage  ? 

If  The  Bride  shall  answer  : 
I  will. 

*f  Then  the  Minister  shall  ask  : 

Who  giveth  this  woman  to  be  married  to  this  man  ? 
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U  The  Father,  or  the  Friend  who  takes  his  place,  shall  tinswer  : 
I  do. 

1J  Then  the  Minister  shall  say  : 
Join  your  right  hands. 

^J  He  shall  then  require  the  Bridegroom  to  say  after  him  these  words  : 

"  I  call  upon  these  persons  here  present  to  witness  that  1,  A.  B.,  do  take 
thee,  C.  D.,  to  be  my  lawful  wedded  wife,"  to  have  and  to  hold  from  this 
day  forward,  for  better  for  worse,  for  richer  for  poorer,  in  sickness  and  in 
health,  to  love,  honour,  and  cherish,  till  death  us  do  part  ;  according  to  God's 
holy  ordinance  ;  and  thereto  I  plight  thee  my  troth. 

U  The  Bride  shall  likewise  say  after  the  Minister  : 

"  I  call  upon  these  persons  here  present  to  witness  that  I,  C.  D.,  do  take 
thee,  A.  B.,  to  be  my  lawful  wedded  husband,"  to  have  and  to  hold  from  this 
day  forward,  for  better  for  worse,  for  richer  for  poorer,  in  sickness  and  in 
health,  to  love,  honour  and  cherish  [<»•  love,  cherish  and  obey]  till  death  us 
do  part;  according  to  God's  holy  ordinance  ;  and  thereto  I  give  thee  my  troth. 

U  Then  shall  they  loose  hands,  and  the  Minister  shall  say  to  the  Bridegroom  : 

In  token  and  pledge  of  the  covenant  now  made  betwixt  you  both,  place  a 
ring  on  the  third  finger  of  the  woman's  left  hand. 

If  Then  the  Bridegroom  shall  again  take  the    Bride's    right  hand    in    his    own, 
and  the  Minister  shall  declare  : 

Forasmuch  as  these  persons  have  consented  together  in  holy  wedlock 
and  have  witnessed  the  same  before  God  and  this  company,  I  pronounce  them 
to  be  husband  and  wife,  in  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost.  Whom  God  hath  joined  together,  let  not  man  put  asunder. 

U  The  Minister  may  pronounce  over  them  this  Blessing  : 

God  the  Father,  God  the  Son,  God  the  Holy  Ghost,  bless,  preserve  and  keep 
you  ;  the  Lord  mercifully  with  His  favour  look  upon  you  ;  and  fill  you  with 
all  spiritual  benediction  and  grace,  that  ye  may  so  live  together  in  this  life 
that  in  the  world  to  come  ye  may  have  life  everlasting.  Amen. 

K  Further,  the  Minister  shall  say,  or  the  people  may  sing  : 

The  Lord  bless  you  and  keep  you. 

The  Lord  make  His  face  to  shine  upon  you,  and  be  gracious  unto  you 

The  Lord  lift  up  His  countenance  upon  you,  and  give  you  peace. 

*I  Here  Psalm  cxxi.  or  a  Hymn  may  be  sung. 
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"  Thru  the  Minister  shall  .say  : 

Hear  now  what  the  Scripture  saith  as  touching  the  love  which  is  the 
foundation  and  bond  of  true  marriage. 

Love  suffereth  long,  and  is  kind  ;  love  envieth  not  ;  love  vaunteth  not 
itself,  is  not  puffed  up,  doth  not  behave  itself  unseemly,  seeketh  not  its  own, 
is  not  easily  provoked,  thinketh  no  evil  ;  rejoiceth  not  in  Iniquity,  but 
rejoiceth  in  the  truth  ;  beareth  all  things,  believeth  all  things,  hopeth  all 
things,  endureth  all  things.  Love  never  faileth. 

And  now  abideth  faith,  hope,  love,  these  three  ;  and  the  greatest  of  these 
is  love.— 1  Cor.  xlil.  4-8,  13. 

•f  The  following  passages  may  also  be  read  : 

Husbands,  love  your  wives,  even  as  Christ  also  loved  the  Church,  and  gave 
Himself  for  it  ;  that  He  might  sanctify  it,  having  cleansed  it  by  the  washing 
of  water  with  the  word,  that  He  might  present  the  Church  to  Himself  a 
glorious  Church,  not  having  spot  or  wrinkle  or  any  such  thing  ;  but  that  it 
should  be  holy  and  without  blemish.  Even  so  ought  husbands  also  to  love  their 
own  wives  as  their  own  bodies.  He  that  loveth  his  own  wife  loveth  himself  : 
for  no  man  ever  hated  his  own  flesh  ;  but  nourisheth  and  cherisheth  it, 
even  as  Christ  also  the  Church  ;  because  we  are  members  of  His  Body.  For 
this  cause  shall  a  man  leave  his  father  and  mother,  and  shall  cleave  to  his 
wife  ;  and  the  twain  shall  become  one  flesh. — Eph.  v.  25-31. 

Wives.be  in  subjection  unto  your  own  husbands,  as  unto  the  Lord.  For 
the  husband  is  the  head  of  the  wife,  as  Christ  also  is  the  head  of  the  Church, 
being  Himself  the  Saviour  of  the  body.  But  as  the  Church  is  subject  to  Christ, 
so  let  the  wives  also  be  to  their  husbands  in  everything.  Eph.  v.  22-24. 

H  Here  the  Minister  may  give  a  short  Address,  enforcing  these  counsels  of  the 
Word  of  (t'od,  and  encouraging  household  religion  anil  the  practice  of  family 
irorship. 

If  Then,  all  devoutly  kneeling,  the  Minister  shall  ojfer  one  or  other  of  the 
tiro  following  prayers  : 

Let  us  pray. 

Most  blessed  Father,  Whose  presence  alone  can  sweeten  and  sanctify 
every  relation  of  life,  look  down,  we  beseech  Thee,  upon  these  Thy  servants, 
now  husband  and  wife,  and  satisfy  their  hearts  with  Thy  lovingkindness  and 
tender  mercy. 

O  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  Who  didst  gladden  the  wedding  feast  of  Thy  friends 
in  Cana  of  Galilee,  be  present  now  with  Thine  enriching  grace,  and  turn  into  a 
fuller  and  more  spiritual  blessedness  not  only  this  day  of  their  happy  espousals, 
but  also  their  whole  future  life.  Enable  them  to  dwell  together  in  godly  fear 
and  in  the  forbearance  and  tender  purity  of  wedded  love.  Hallow  and  bless 
their  union  ;  enrich  them  with  the  good  things  of  this  life  ;  and  spare  them 
to  one  another,  that  in  mutual  helpfulness  they  may  by  Thy  grace  perform 
the  duties,  enjoy  the  comforts,  and  resist  the  temptations  of  their  new 
estate. 
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May  It  please  Thee,  O  God  the  Holy  Ghost,  the  Comforter,  so  to  lead  and 
sanctify  them  both,  that  after  this  life  well  and  usefully  spent  together,  they 
may  be  received  into  the  everlasting  kingdom  of  the  saints,  and  inherit  the 
fulness  of  joy  which  is  at  God's  right  hand:  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
Amen. 

^  Or  ttiis  prayer  may  he  used  instead  of  the  above  : 

Almighty  and  everlasting  God,  the  Father  of  mercies,  we  commend  unto 
Thee  and  to  Thy  gracious  care  these  Thy  servants  before  Thee.  May  it  please 
Thee  to  look  upon  them  with  Thine  abundant  favour,  to  fill  their  hearts  with 
continual  strength  and  gladness,  and  to  prosper  the  work  of  their  hands. 
Grant  that  they  may  live  together  in  all  godliness  and  honesty,  being  of  one 
mind,  bearing  each  other's  burdens,  and  ruling  their  own  household  in  Thy 
most  holy  fear.  And  especially  we  beseech  Thee  to  keep  them  in  Thy  fellow 
ship,  that  amid  all  the  trials  and  changes  of  this  mortal  life  they  may  be  one 
in  faith  and  hope  and  love,  so  that  death  shall  not  divide  them,  but  bring 
them  into  the  endless  joy  and  glory  of  Thy  kingdom,  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.

We  beseech  Thee  to  bestow 
Thy  Fatherly  blessing  on  the  families  enriched  by  this  union.  We  commend 
unto  Thee  all  our  friends,  remembering  in  especial  those  who  are  absent 
from  us,  whose  thoughts  are  with  us  to-day.  May  our  homes  be  filled  with 
Thy  peace.  May  our  lives  be  spent  in  Thy  fellowship  and  service,  and  may  we 
be  helpers  of  one  another's  faith  and  love  until  we  come  by  Thy  mercy  to 
the  life  where  love  is  made  perfect.  We  ask  this  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.  Amen 

Glory  be  to  the  Father,  and  to  the  Son,  and  to  the  Holy  Ghost :  As  it  was 
in  the  beginning,  is  now,  and  ever  shall  be,  world  without  end.  Amen. 


If  The  Minister  and  people  shall  then  join  in  the  Lord's  Prayer  : 

Our  Father,  which  art  in  heaven,  Hallowed  be  Thy  Name.  Thy  kingdom 
come.  Thy  will  be  done  in  earth,  as  it  is  in  heaven.  Give  us  this  day  our  daily 
bread.  And  forgive  us  our  trespasses,  As  we  forgive  them  that  trespass 
against  us.  And  lead  us  not  into  temptation ;  But  deliver  us  from  evil :  For 
Thine  is  the  kingdom,  The  power,  and  the  glory,  For  ever  and  ever.  Amen.

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CHAPTER  XL 

ORDER    OF    SERVICE     FOR    THE     BURIAL 
OF    THE     DEAD. 


When  any  person  departeth  this  life  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Minister  to  comfort 
the  mourners  from  God's  Holy  Word,  and  to  impress  upon  their  hearts  the 
solemn  lessons  of  His  providence. 


IN     THE     CHURCH     OR    THE     HOUSE. 

Tf  At  the  lime  appointed,  the  mourners  being  assembled  either  in  the  church 
or  in  the  house,  the  Minister  shall  read  a  few  suitable  verses  from  Scripture, 
which  may  be  selected  from  the  following  : 

We  are  strangers  before  Thee,  and  sojourners,  as  were  all  our  fathers  : 
our  days  on  the  earth  are  as  a  shadow,  and  there  Is  none  abiding. — 1  Chron. 
xxlx.  15. 

Like  as  a  father  pitieth  his  children,  so  the  Lord  pitieth  them  that  fear 
Him.  For  He  knoweth  our  frame  ;  He  remembereth  that  we  are  dust. 
As  for  man,  his  days  are  as  grass  :  as  a  flower  of  the  field,  so  he  flourisheth. 
For  the  wind  passeth  over  It,  and  it  is  gone  ;  and  the  place  thereof  shall  know 
it  no  more. — Psa.  ciii.  13-16. 

All  flesh  is  grass,  and  all  the  goodliness  thereof  is  as  the  flower  of  the 
fleld  :  The  grass  withereth,  the  flower  fadeth  :  because  the  spirit  of  the  Lord 
bloweth  upon  it  :  surely  the  people  Is  grass.  The  grass  withereth,  the  flower 
fadeth  :  but  the  word  of  our  God  shall  stand  for  ever. — Isa.  xl.  6-8. 

The  Lord  will  not  cast  off  for  ever  :  But  though  He  cause  grief,  yet  will 
He  have  compassion  according  to  the  multitude  of  His  mercies.  For  He  doth 
not  afflict  willingly,  nor  grieve  the  children  of  men. — Lam.  iii.  31-33. 

The  eyes  of  the  Lord  are  upon  the  righteous,  and  His  ears  are  open  unto 
their  cry.  The  Lord  Is  nigh  unto  them  that  are  of  a  broken  heart ;  and  saveth 
such  as  be  of  a  contrite  spirit.  The  Lord  redeemeth  the  soul  of  His  servants  : 
and  none  of  them  that  trust  in  Him  shall  be  desolate. — Psa.  xxxiv.  15,18,22. 

Man  that  is  born  of  a  woman  is  of  few  days,  and  full  of  trouble.  He 
cometh  forth  like  a  flower,  and  is  cut  down  :  he  fleeth  also  as  a  shadow, 
and  contlnueth  not. — Job  xiv.  1,  2. 

I  am  the  resurrection,  and  the  life  :  he  that  believeth  in  Me,  though  he 
were  dead,  yet  shall  he  live  :  And  whosoever  liveth  and  believeth  in  Me  shall 
never  die. — St.  John  xl.  25,  26. 
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5f  Then  the  Minister  shall  say  : 

Dearly  Beloved,  seeing  it  hath  pleased  Almighty  God  to  take  to  Himself 
the  soul  of  our  brother  departed,  let  us  beseech  Him  to  grant  us  His  Holy  Spirit, 
the  Comforter,  that  our  hearts  may  not  faint  nor  be  troubled,  but  may  flnd  in 
Him  their  refuge  and  strength. 

Let  us  pray. 

Almighty  God,  Whose  pity  is  infinite  and  Whose  will  is  sovereign,  be 
pleased  to  look  at  this  time  upon  our  sorrow,  and  for  the  sake  of  Thy  dear  Son, 
Who  Himself  likewise  was  partaker  of  flesh  and  blood,  enable  us  so  to  listen 
to  Thy  Holy  Word,  that  we  through  patience  and  comfort  of  the  Scriptures 
may  have  hope  ;  and  grant  us  the  consolation  of  Thy  Holy  Spirit,  that,  humbly 
acknowledging  our  manifold  sins,  we  may  yet  hold  fast  the  assurance  of  Thy 
mercy  and  the  blessed  hope  of  everlasting  life  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
Amen. 

U  Then    the    Minister   shall   read    one    or   more    of   the  folloiuinij    portions    of 
Sen ' pture  : 

If  Minister  :  Let  us  hear  the  Word  of  God. 

Lord,  Thou  hast  been  our  dwelling  place  in  all  generations.  Before  the 
mountains  were  brought  forth,  or  ever  Thou  hadst  formed  the  earth  and  the 
world,  even  from  everlasting  to  everlasting,  thou  art  God.  Thou  turnest  man 
to  destruction  ;  and  sayest,  Return,  ye  children  of  men.  For  a  thousand  years 
in  Thy  sight  are  but  as  yesterday  when  it  is  past,  and  as  a  watch  in  the  night. 
Thou  earnest  them  away  as  with  a  flood  ;  they  are  as  a  sleep  :  in  the  morning 
they  are  like  grass  which  groweth  up.  In  the  morning  it  flourisheth,  and  groweth 
up  ;  in  the  evening  it  is  cut  down,  and  withereth.  For  we  are  consumed  by 
Thine  anger,  and  by  Thy  wrath  are  we  troubled.  Thou  hast  set  our  iniquities 
before  Thee,  our  secret  sins  in  the  light  of  Thy  countenance.  For  all  our  days 
are  passed  away  in  Thy  wrath  :  we  spend  our  years  as  a  tale  that  is  told. 
The  days  of  our  years  are  threescore  years  and  ten  ;  and  if  by  reason  of  strength 
they  be  fourscore  years,  yet  is  their  strength  labour  and  sorrow  ;  for  it  Is 
soon  cut  off,  and  we  fly  away.  Who  knoweth  the  power  of  Thine  anger  ? 
even  according  to  Thy  fear,  so  is  Thy  wrath.  So  teach  us  to  number  our 
days,  that  we  may  apply  our  hearts  unto  wisdom.  Return,  O  Lord,  how  long  ? 
and  let  it  repent  Thee  concerning  Thy  servants.  O  satisfy  us  early  with  Thy 
mercy  ;  that  we  may  rejoice  and  be  glad  all  our  days.  Make  us  glad  according 
to  the  days  wherein  Thou  hast  afflicted  us,  and  the  years  wherein  we  have  seen 
evil.  Let  Thy  work  appear  unto  Thy  servants,  and  Thy  glory  unto  their 
children.  And  let  the  beauty  of  the  Lord  our  God  be  upon  us  :  and  establish 
Thou  the  work  of  our  hands  upon  us  ;  yea,  the  work  of  our  hands  establish 
Thou  it. — Ps.  xc. 

Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled  :  ye  believe  in  God,  believe  also  in  Me. 
In  My  Father's  house  are  many  mansions  :  if  it  were  not  so,  I  would  have 
told  you.  I  go  to  prepare  a  place  for  you.  And  if  I  go  and  prepare  a  place  for 
you,  I  will  come  again,  and  receive  you  unto  Myself  ;  that  where  I  am, 
there  ye  may  be  also. — St.  John  xiv.  1-3. 
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Now  is  Christ  risen  from  the  dead,  and  become  the  flrstfruits  of  them 
that  slept.  For  since  by  man  came  death,  by  man  came  also  the  resurrection 
of  the  dead.  For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  Christ  shall  all  be  made  alive. 
But  every  man  in  his  own  order  ;  Christ  the  flrstfruits  ;  afterward  they  that 
are  Christ's  at  His  coming.  Then  cometh  the  end,  when  He  shall  have 
delivered  up  the  Kingdom  to  God,  even  the  Father  :  when  He  shall  have  put 
down  all  rule  and  all  authority  and  power.  For  He  must  reign,  till  He  hath 
put  all  enemies  under  His  feet.  The  last  enemy  that  shall  be  destroyed  is 
death.  — 1  Cor.  xv.  20-26. 

But  some  man  will  say,  How  are  the  dead  raised  up  ?  and  with  what 
body  do  they  come  ?  Thou  fool,  that  which  thou  sowest  is  not  quickened, 
except  it  die  :  And  that  which  thou  sowest,  thou  sowest  not  that  body  that 
shall  be,  but  bare  grain,  it  may  chance  of  wheat,  or  of  some  other  grain  : 
But  God  giveth  it  a  body  as  It  hath  pleased  Him,  and  to  every  seed  his  own  body. 
—1  Cor.  xv.  35-38. 

So  also  is  the  resurrection  of  the  dead.  It  is  sown  in  corruption  ;  it  is 
raised  in  incorruptlon  :  It  is  sown  in  dishonour  ;  it  is  raised  in  glory  :  it  is 
sown  in  weakness  ;  it  is  raised  in  power  :  it  is  sown  a  natural  body  ;  it  is 
raised  a  spiritual  body.  There  is  a  natural  body,  and  there  is  a  spiritual  body. 
Now  this  I  say,  brethren,  that  flesh  and  blood  cannot  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God  ; 
neither  doth  corruption  inherit  incorruption.  Behold,  I  shew  you  a  mystery  : 
We  shall  not  all  sleep,  but  we  shall  all  be  changed.  In  a  moment,  in  the 
twinkling  of  an  eye,  at  the  last  trump  :  for  the  trumpet  shall  sound,  and  the 
dead  shall  be  raised  incorruptible,  and  we  shall  be  changed.  For  this 
corruptible  must  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  must  put  on 
immortality.  So  when  this  corruptible  shall  have  put  on  incorruption,  and 
this  mortal  shall  have  put  on  immortality,  then  shall  be  brought  to  pass  the 
saying  that  is  written,  Death  is  swallowed  up  in  victory.  O  death,  where  is 
thy  sting  ?  O  grave,  where  is  thy  victory  ?  The  sting  of  death  is  sin  ;  and 
the  strength  of  sin  is  the  law.  But  thanks  be  to  God,  which  giveth  us  the 
victory  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Therefore,  my  beloved  brethren,  be 
ye  stedfast,  unmoveable,  always  abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  forasmuch 
as  ye  know  that  your  labour  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord. — 1  Cor.  xv.  42-58. 

But  I  would  not  have  you  to  be  ignorant,  brethren,  concerning  them 
which  are  asleep,  that  ye  sorrow  not,  even  as  others  which  have  no  hope. 
For  if  we  believe  that  Jesus  died  and  rose  again,  even  so  them  also  which 
sleep  in  Jesus  will  God  bring  with  Him.  For  this  we  say  unto  you  by  the  word 
of  the  Lord,  that  we  which  are  alive  and  remain  unto  the  coming  of  the  Lord 
shall  not  prevent  them  which  are  asleep.  For  the  Lord  Himself  shall  descend 
from  heaven  with  a  shout,  with  the  voice  of  the  archangel,  and  with  the  trump 
of  God  :  and  the  dead  in  Christ  shall  rise  first  :  Then  we  which  are  alive  and 
remain  shall  be  caught  up  together  with  them  in  the  clouds,  to  meet  the  Lord 
in  the  air  :  and  so  shall  we  ever  be  with  the  Lord.  Wherefore  comfort  one 
another  with  these  words. — 1  Thess.  iv.  13-18. 
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After  this  I  beheld,  and,  lo,  a  great  multitude,  which  no  man  could  number, 
of  all  nations,  and  kindreds,  and  people,  and  tongues,  stood  before  the  throne, 
and  before  the  Lamb,  clothed  with  white  robes,  and  palms  in  their  hands  ;  And 
cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying,  Salvation  to  our  God  which  sitteth  upon  the 
throne,  and  unto  the  Lamb.  And  all  the  angels  stood  round  about  the  throne, 
and  about  the  elders  and  the  four  beasts,  and  fell  before  the  throne  on  their 
faces,  and  worshipped  God,  Saying,  Amen  :  Blessing,  and  glory,  and  wisdom, 
and  thanksgiving,  and  honour,  and  power,  and  might,  be  unto  our  God  for  ever 
and  ever.  Amen.  And  one  of  the  elders  answered,  saying  unto  me.  What 
are  these  which  are  arrayed  in  white  robes  ?  and  whence  came  they  ?  And 
I  said  unto  him,  Sir,  thou  knowest.  And  he  said  to  me,  These  are  they  which 
came  out  of  great  tribulation,  and  have  washed  their  robes,  and  made  them 
white  in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb.  Therefore  are  they  before  the  throne  of  God, 
and  serve  Him  day  and  night  in  His  temple  :  and  He  that  sitteth  on  the  throne 
shall  dwell  among  them.  They  shall  hunger  no  more,  neither  thirst  any  more  ; 
neither  shall  the  sun  light  on  them,  nor  any  heat.  For  the  Lamb  which  is  In 
the  midst  of  the  throne  shall  feed  them,  and  shall  lead  them  unto  living 
fountains  of  waters  :  and  God  shall  wipe  away  all  tears  from  their  eyes. 
—Rev.  vll.  9-17. 

And  he  shewed  me  a  pure  river  of  water  of  life,  clear  as  crystal,  proceeding 
out  of  the  throne  of  God  and  of  the  Lamb.  In  the  midst  of  the  street  of  it,  and 
on  either  side  of  the  river,  was  there  the  tree  of  life,  which  bare  twelve  manner 
of  fruits,  and  yielded  her  fruit  every  month  :  and  the  leaves  of  the  tree  were 
for  the  healing  of  the  nations.  And  there  shall  be  no  more  curse  :  but  the 
throne  of  God  and  of  the  Lamb  shall  be  in  it  ;  and  His  servants  shall  serve  Him  : 
And  they  shall  see  His  face  ;  and  His  name  shall  be  in  their  foreheads.  And 
there  shall  be  no  night  there  ;  and  they  need  no  candle,  neither  light  of  the  sun  ; 
for  the  Lord  God  giveth  them  light  :  and  they  shall  reign  for  ever  and  ever. 
And  he  said  unto  me,  These  sayings  are  faithful  and  true  :  and  the  Lord  God 
of  the  holy  prophets  sent  His  angel  to  shew  unto  His  servants  the  things  which 
must  shortly  be  done.  Behold,  I  come  quickly  ;  blessed  is  he  that  keepeth 
the  sayings  of  the  prophecy  of  this  book. — Rev.  xxll.  1-7. 


If  At  the  funeral  of  a  young  person  or  child  the  following  may  be  added  : 

He  shall  feed  His  flock  like  a  shepherd  :  He  shall  gather  the  lambs  with 
His  arm,  and  carry  them  In  His  bosom,  and  shall  gently  lead  those  that  are 
with  young. — Isa.  xl.  11. 

Jesus  said,  Suffer  the  little  children  to  come  unto  Me,  and  forbid  them  not, 

for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  God.     Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Whosoever  shall 

not  receive  the  kingdom  of  God  as  a  little  child,  he  shall  not  enter  therein. 

And  He  took  them  up  in  His  arms,  put  His  hands  upon  them,  and  blessed  them. 

St.  Mark  x.  14-16. 

It  is  not  the  will  of  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven,  that  one  of  these 
little  ones  should  perish. — St.  Matt,  xviii.  14. 
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TI  At  the  funeral  of  an  aged  person  the  following  may  be  included  : 

Thou  shall  come  to  thy  grave  in  a  full  age,  like  as  a  shock  of  corn  cometh 
in  In  his  season. — Job  v.  26. 

TI  Then  the  Minister  shall  offer  Prayer.      The  following  or  similar  prayer  may 
be  used,  or  a  Selection  may  be  made  from  the  prayers  which  are  appended. 

^  Minister  :  Let  us  pray. 

Almighty  God,  the  Father  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  in  this 
hour  of  sorrow,  with  the  burden  of  our  mortality  heavy  upon  us,  we  bow 
before  Thee.  We  bless  Thy  name  for  the  promise  of  everlasting  life  which 
Thou  hast  given  to  all  who  believe  on  Jesus  Christ  Thy  Son.  Open  now  our 
eyes,  we  beseech  Thee,  to  behold  Him  present  with  us,  as  He  was  with  sorrow- 
Ing  men  and  women  in  the  days  of  His  flesh,  sharing  their  grief,  comforting 
them  in  distress,  revealing  unto  them  the  Father.  So  confirm  and  strengthen 
our  faith  in  Him  who  is  the  Resurrection  and  the  Life  that  neither  sorrow 
nor  death  may  have  dominion  over  us.

Let  not  our  thoughts 
linger  there  with  the  dust  of  hhn  we  love  :  rather  do  Thou  open  to  us  the 
vision  of  heavenly  places  in  Christ  Jesus,  of  the  assembly  of  just  men  made 
perfect,  where  they  are  who  have  washed  their  robes  in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb, 
and  ever  praise  Thee  with  unclouded  vision  and  undivided  love.  And  this  we 
ask  for  Christ  our  Redeemer's  sake.  Amen.

I  know  that  my  Redeemer  liveth,  and  that  He  shall  stand  at  the  latter 
day  upon  the  earth  :  and  though  after  my  skin  worms  destroy  this  body,  yet 
in  my  flesh  shall  I  see  God  :  Whom  I  shall  see  for  myself,  and  mine  eyes 
shall  behold,  and  not  another. —  Job  xix.  25-27. 

We  brought  nothing  Into  this  world,  and  It  is  certain  we  can  carry  nothing 
out. — 1  Tim.  vi.  7. 

The  Lord  gave,  and  the  Lord  hath  taken  away ;  blessed  be  the  Name  of 
the  Lord.— Job  I.  21. 

1  While  preparations  are  being  made  for  laying  the  body  in  the  grave,   the 
Minister  may  recite  one  or  more  of  the  following  passages  of  Scripture  :

and,  behold,  I  am  alive  for  evermore,  Amen.  I  heard  a  great  voice  out  of 
heaven,  saying,  Behold,  the  tabernacle  of  God  is  with  men,  and  He  will  dwell 
with  them,  and  they  shall  be  His  people,  and  God  Himself  shall  be  with  them, 
and  be  their  God.  And  God  shall  wipe  away  all  tears  from  their  eyes  ;  and 
there  shall  be  no  more  death,  neither  sorrow,  nor  crying,  neither  shall  there 
be  any  more  pain  :  for  the  former  things  are  passed  away.  -Rev  i.  17,  18  ; 
xxi.  3,  4. 

God  will  redeem  my  soul  from  the  power  of  the  grave  ;  for  He  shall 
receive  me. — Ps.  xlix.  15. 

This  is  the  Father's  will  which  hath  sent  Me,  that  of  all  which  He  hath 
given  Me  I  should  lose  nothing,  but  should  raise  it  up  again  at  the  last  day. — 
St.  John  vi.  39. 

f  When  the  body  has  been  laid  in  the  grave  the  Minister  shall  say  : 

Forasmuch  as  it  hath  pleased  Almighty  God  to  take  unto  Himself  the 
soul  of  our  brother  departed,  we  therefore  commit  his  body  to  the  ground  ; 
earth  to  earth,  ashes  to  ashes,  dust  to  dust  ;  in  sure  and  certain  hope  of  the 
resurrection  from  the  dead  at  the  appearing  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

1[  In  cases  tvhere  the  body  is  cremated,  the  Minister  shall  say  : 

Forasmuch  as  it  pleased  Almighty  God  to  take  unto  Himself 
the  soul  of  our  brother  departed,  we  therefore  commit  Ins  body  to 
be  dissolved  :  ashes  to  ashes,  dust  to  dust  ;  in  sure  and  certain 
hope  of  the  resurrection  from  the  dead  at  the  appearing  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

1j  And  the  Minister  may  add  : 

I  heard  a  voice  from  heaven  saying  unto  me  :  Write,  Blessed  are  the 
dead  which  die  in  the  Lord  from  henceforth  :  Yea,  salth  the  Spirit,  that  they 
may  rest  from  their  labours. — Rev.  xiv.  13. 

U  Then  the  Minister  shall  offer  one  or  more  of  the  following  prayers  : 

Almighty  God,  Who  by  the  death  of  Thy  dear  Son  Jesus  Christ  hast  over 
come  death,  by  His  rest  in  the  tomb  hast  sanctified  the  graves  of  the  saints, 
and  by  His  glorious  resurrection  hast  brought  life  and  Immortality  to  light  ;

and  keep  us  in  everlasting  fellowship  with  all  that  wait  for  Thee  on  earth, 
and  with  all  that  are  around  Thee  in  heaven,  in  union  with  Him  Who  is  the 
resurrection  and  the  life,  Who  liveth  and  reigneth  with  Thee  and  the  Holy 
Spirit,  ever  one  God,  world  without  end.  Amen. 
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Blessed  God,  Who  by  the  resurrection  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  from  the 
dead  hast  begotten  us  again  into  a  living  hope,  we  beseech  Thee  to  grant  that 
we,  dying  unto  sin,  may  live  unto  righteousness  :  and  that,  girding  up  the  loins 
of  our  mind,  we  may  be  sober  and  hope  to  the  end  for  the  grace  that  is  to  be 
brought  unto  us  at  the  revelation  of  Jesus  Christ,  Who  shall  fashion  anew  the 
body  of  our  humiliation,  that  it  may  be  conformed  to  the  body  of  His  glory  :

The  gates  of  righteousness  ;  My  God  I  will  Thee  praise. 

Then  will  I  enter  into  them,  Give  thanks  to  God,  for  Ue  is  good, 

And  I  the  Lord  will  bless.  His  mercy  lasts  always.

*|  //  the  ichole  Service  is  to  be  conducted  within  the  building  it  should 
begin  icith  the  words  "  .Peace  be  to  this  House,"  and  after  the 
Prayer  of  Invocation,  Hymn  171  should  lie  sang.

Dearly  beloved  in  the  Lord,  we  are  gathered  together  to-day  to  render 
humble  and  hearty  thanks  to  Almighty  God  for  His  goodness  in  prospering  the 
building  of  this  House  of  Prayer,  and  to  implore  His  favour  and  blessing  upon  it. 
Wherefore  I  bid  you  now  in  your  hearts  to  ask  God's  blessing  upon  this  Church, 
for  which  there  shall  be  silence  kept  for  a  space.

Blessed  be  Thy  Name,  O  Lord,  that  it  hath  pleased  Thee  to  put  it  into  the 
hearts  of  Thy  servants  to  build  and  prepare  this  House  for  Thy  honour  and 
worship  and  for  the  ministry  of  Thy  Holy  Word  and  Sacraments.  Bless  them, 
their  families,  and  substance,  and  accept  the  work  of  their  hands  ;  remember 
them  concerning  this  kindness  that  they  have  shown  for  the  House  of  God 
and  for  the  offices  thereof ;  and  grant  that  all  who  now  or  hereafter  shall  enjoy 
the  benefit  of  this  pious  work  may  show  forth  their  thankfulness  to  Thee  by 
making  a  right  use  of  it  to  the  glory  of  Thy  Holy  Name.  Rejoicing 
now  in  the  fulness  of  Thy  pardon,  and  in  the  promise  of  Thy  succour,  we 
beseech  Thee  to  enable  us  to  set  apart  this  House  unto  the  honour  of  Thy 
Name,  Who  art  blessed  for  evermore.  Amen. 

U  Here  the  Lord's  Prayer  may  be  said  by  all.
